ESTATIONS OF SUPPORT. 


SENATOR M’PHERSON SAYS THE NEW- 
JERSEY CONVENTION CAN TAKE 
ONLY ONE COURSE—HILL’S EMIS- 
SARY TO BEG FOR NO INSTRUCTIONS. 


TRENTON, N. J., May 24.—Chauncey Beasley 
son of Chief Justice Mercer Beasley, will be 
the temporary Chairman of the Democratic 
State Convention to-morrow. 

Allan McDermott and other members of the 
State Committee waited upon him a few days 
ago and told him that he was wanted to fill that 
position. 
situation when he replied: 

“Well, if I am chosen I’ll make a Cleveland 
speech.” 

It was in keeping with the game the machine 
is playing to have him do just that thing, and so 
they have decided to take Mr. Beasley, Cleve- 
land speech and all. 

The fact of it is, the Cleveland sentiment of 
the convention is so overpowering and hurri- 
canelike that the machine is not in it at all. 

The hotels are alive with workers to-night. 

Some of the Jerseymen noticed several stran- 
gers moving restlessly about during the day, 
and they wondered who they were and what 
their mission was. THE TIMES can tell them. 
The stout, good-looking man with a business- 
like air, who acted as if he was on a sheep-steal- 
ing mission, was the Controller of the State of 
New-York, Frank Campbell. 

Ms. Campbell was playing the part of messen- 
ger.boy for Senator David B. Hill. He came to 
New-York from Albany in response toa message 
from Mr. Hill. He met the Senator at the 
Hotel Normandie and was instructed to see 
Goy. Abbett in Trenton to-day and to urge that 
worthy to use all his influence to prevent any 
instructions being given by the convention to 
Chicago delegates. 

Mr. Campbell is a country banker and he was 
selected by Hill because he is little known to 
people in the vicinity otf New-York City. 

The State of New-York pays him $5,000 a 
year. He is the costliest messenger boy on 
record. 

There is this about him, however: When his 
master sends him to deliver a message he never 
stops, as some other messengers have been 
known to, to read dime novels on his way. 

No mere convention to elect delegates to a 
National Convention has ever heretofore brought 


such a throng of enthusiastic men of one mind 
to the State capital. It would be the easiest 
thing in the world for the delegates even to beat 
Gov. Abbett’s candidacy for a delegate at large 
to-morrow, and itis not impossible that some- 
thing of the kind may be undertaken. 

* We are all Cleveland men here,”’ is the cur- 
rent of sentiment among them, “and there is no 
reason in the world w we should send an 
anti-Cleveland man, as we know Abbett to bo, 
to represent us at Chicago.” 

The machine has been backing and filling ever 
since the crowd began to get here. and at every 

int at which it has dared to make a stand 

t has been beaten. 

Reports were current to-day that it had de- 
termined to turn Senator McPherson down 
first, beoause McPherson is McPherson, and, 
secondly, because it is known that he is an un- 
yielding Cleveland advocate. 

“Tt would be folly and madness,” he said this 
evening, “for the party to throw away its 
chances by nominating any one else than Cleve- 
land. They say he cannot win. It must be con- 
fessed that no one can come 80 near to winning, 
and first think what an uncomfortable position 
another candidate would be in if he went be- 
pers | @ party that so unanimously wants Cleve- 
aD , 


Senator McPherson’s sentiments on this point 
have been known for months, and itis because 
Abbett’s crowd knows that he would not be 
forced to work Abbett’s schomes that they an- 
nounced months ago that he could not bea 
delegate to Chicago. Even as late as yesterday 
the little plotters were conferring at the Astor 
House in New-York to count him out. 

That marked McPherson out among the dele- 
gates as one of the objects to be fonght for, and 
the first thing each new arrival has had to say 
was that McPherson must not be beaten. Fear- 
ful that the control of the convention would be 
ripped entirely from their hands unless they 
yielded, the crowd has kindly consented at last 
to regard him as one of the leading four. Mr. 
MoPhereon is very modest about the thing. 

“It might not be becoming,” he said to THE 
TOMEs’s correspondent, “for a Senator to come 
down here and insist upor being a delegate to a 
convention, and lam not ambitious to crowd 
any other gentieman off the ticket who would 
like to be on it. But if there be a fight against 
me, and it be on the ground thatI am a Cleve- 
land advocate, then they may probably hear 
from me.” 

Besides Mr. McPherson, the State Committee- 
men say that the delegates at large will probably 
be Gov.

One of Smith’s confidential friends said this 
evening that he is promising to abide by Cleve- 
land to avoid contest, but that he will jump on 
him if he sees a chance fof it as Chicagd. 

The overwhelming Cleveland sentinent of 
the convention, and the fact that it means busi- 
ness and will stand no trifling, found another 
illustration in that Passaic County cdntest 
which Gourley and Abbett won over Hinch- 
clifie by the employment of the disgraceful 
Hudson County method at the primaries. The 
Essex County delegation is prepared to vote as 
@ unit to admit the delegation that Hinchcliffe 
heads, and not a delegate here but says that the 
convention will stand by Hinchclifte for all it is 
worth. Gourley scents defeat in the air, and he 
bas been in consultation with his heelers and 
pals all the evening in the hope of finding a way 
out of it. * 

It ie said that Hineholiffe offered a con- 
promise on the basis of himself for Chairman of 
the local delegation, and Braun, Gourley’s man, 
for District Delegate; but this is denied in 
Hinchcliffe’s room, andis probably one of the 
fabrications of the machine bien. 

The delegates who are here insist that the 
delegation shall be specifically pledged to the 
support of Cleveland. Some of the machine 
State Committeemen declare that that will be 
done beyond a doubt; others, when pressed for 
information, profess not to be informed. 
Senator McPherson says that, if there is any 
doupt about the sincerity of the profession of 
the delegates, they will be specitically commit- 
ted to Cleveland’s supvort. 

“ What would be the value of that?” he was 
asked. A 

“Why.” he replied, ‘‘the man who would vio- 
late such a pledge might as well not come back 
to New-Jersey.” 

The talk about the enforcement of the unit 
rule has not taken sbape thus far. It will 
largely depend uponthe lay of the ground in 
the convention to-morrow. If the machine suc- 
ceeds in overreaching the delegates, there will 
be a bi Sens against the application of the unit 
rule. On the other hand, specific instructions 
for Cleveland would be equivalent to an instruc- 
tion to the delegation to vote as one man.

CAMPBELL FOR CLEVELAND. 


THE EX-GOVERNOR IS NOT. A CANDI- 
DATE HIMSELF. ; 


CoLuMBUS, Ohio, May 24.—Various reports 
have been im circulation as to the position of 
ex-Gov. James E. Campbell in connection with 
the Presidential nomination, many of the Dem- 
ocrats of the country seeing in the ex-Governor 
a possible Presidential candidate.

WATERBURY, Conn., May 24.—Several sgldiers 
of the Salvation Army came here Saturday and, 
leasing the old Casino Theatre, began to hold 
meetings. There was an unruly crowd there 
Saturday night, but only a few catcalls and 
whistles marred the pleasantness of the meet- 
ing.

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BALFOUR SCORES A POINT 


—— 
ENGLISH CONSERVATIVES WIN A 
DECIDED ADVANTAGE. 


THE IRISH LOCAL GOVERNMENT BILL 
PASSES SECOND READING BY 339 
TO 247—MR. GIADSTONE’S ADDRESS 
IN OPPOSITION TO IT. 


LONDON, May 24.—The discussion of the Irish 
Local Government bill was resumed to-day. Mr. 
Gladstone, in speaking on the measure, said 
that the House was in the singular position of 
discussing a bill thatit was improbable would 
be proceeded with. In 1886 both Mr. Cham- 
berlain and the Duke of Devonshire 
(then Lord Hartington) had promised Ire- 
land much beyond local institutions. They 
had, in fact, promised everything short 
of an independent Parliament. They then 
spoke of provincial assemblies and of radically 
reconstructing the whole administrative system. 
They also spoke of a large devolution of nation- 
al power to an Irish assembly. (Cries of 
“Hear! hear! *) Now all these promises were 
dissolved in the present meagre bill, which 
stamped Ireland with inequality as compared 
with England and Scotland, and falsified the 
miserable relics of those engagement: which 
were taken by the country as the basis of the 
commission intrusted to the present Govern- 
ment in 1886. 

Ireland, Mr. Gladstone said, had not been 
sighing during the last six years for a local 
government bill, nor would she regret the loss 
of the measure now presented. The leader of 
the Government had warned the Irish members 
of Parliament that, if they did not take this bill 
instead of the Yarger measure promised, if they 
prosecuted the object dearest to their heart, it 
would be at the cost of civil war. [Liberal 
cheers. E 

Lord Salisbury’s language, Mr. Gladstone 
said, distinctly encouraged civil war. Definite 
explanations ought to be given to the House 
and to some others who desired to know whether 
the Cabinet was generally of the same opinion 
as Lord Salisbury. Did the Ministers believe, 
he asked, that the people of Ulster would rebel 
against the decision of Parliament, or that the 
employment of the forces of the Crown to sup- 
press such a rebellion would be such an outrage 
as would rend society in two? |Cries of ‘“‘ Hear! 
hear!’’] If Lord Salisbury’s language meant 
anything, it wasa plain incitement of a few 
misguided men to resort to violence to resist 
the authority of Parliament. These were the 
conditions the Irish members had offered to 
them in the etinted gift of the present bill. 

Mr. Gladstone then proceeded to examine the 
leading provisions of the bill, contending that 
the power it was proposed to confer upon the 
Viceroy of Ireland concerning the divisions of 
Councils and the power of dissolution would 
place the Councils completely at the mercy of 
the Viceroy, who would thus be enabled to de- 
stroy the effect of the whole bill. This proposal 
alone constituted a radical difference between 
the Irish Local Government bill and the English 
and Scotch measures. 

Mr. Gladstone next analyzed the joint com- 
mittee’s proposal, showing thawit was destitute 
ofthe popular element and. favored the land- 
lords, helping them to nullify all the acts of the 
County Councils. No such provision existed 
in the English or Scotch acts. What was good 
for England and Scotland ,was omitted for I[re- 
land, while much that was bad was retained. 
The bill stamped Lreland with inequality and 
inferiority by withholding from her the powers 
and privileges that obtained in her sister. coun- 
tries. Could it be possible, Mr. Gladstone 
asked, to conceive greater contempt for history 
and disregard of sound political principle ? 

Continuing, Mr. Gladstone said that the bill 
throughout had the brand of injustice for Ire- 
land. Ifthe joint committees in England had 
one good point, it was the balance of the parties, 
there being seven County Councilors and seven 
magistrates. The Irish bill ignored this equal- 
ity. Inthe opinion of many Liberals, the joint 
committees in England connected with the 
Councils,were altogether bad. He indulged in 
the hope that, before many months had passed, 
there would be a Parliament to make short 
work of them. 

After ridiculing the manner in which the 
checks on the actions of the County Councils 
would be applied, Mr. Gladstone commented 
upon the proposed protection of the minorities. 
According to the Government, this. meant put- 
ting the majorities into the hands of the minor!l- 
ties. Then it was held necessary to protect the 
large cesspayers. If the Government wanted 
to protect the césspayers, why not put the 

ower in their hands instead of — the 
Bheritt of a county to nominate a group of land- 
lords who would look after the interests of 
their own class only? (Cries of “ Hear! 
Hear!’’] 

lt was vital to a good plan of local govern- 
ment that popular influences should have fair 
scope, but to establish a standing majority of 
landlords meant the destruction of popular in- 
fluences. [Liberal cheers.} Could the bill be 
called an honest effort to satisfy Irish aspira- 
tions or a fair attempt to legislate for Ireland ? 

Rather might it be called refuse political legis- 
lation. It was like a man inviting his friends to 
a banquet, who then went around among his 
neighbors, getting a bone from one and refuse 
washings from others to form the dishes for the 
banguet. |Laughter.] : 

The bill conferred on the Liberals one great 
advantage as tending to a clearissue. It gave 
the people power to measure and determine ox- 
actly the value of the splendid Conservative 

roinises of absolute equality with the laws of 

reat Britain. It was the one great compensa- 
tion promised Ireland aot the time of the union 
for the loss of her own Parliament. Where was 
the pd in this bill? [Cheers.} If the peo- 
ple of the country were misled cencerning the 
treatment of Ireland with such evidence before 
them it would be their own fault. But they 
would not be misled, as they had already shown. 
They had arrived at a tolerably fair estimate of 
the Government proceedings. If anything was 
wanted to comspiote the conception of Conserva- 
tive aims the bill would supply it.

In any event, more rather than less will be 
heard about “ Blaine and Gresham” during the 
next few days. 

The Judge’s refusal to be a Vice Presidential 
candidate, well anthenticated, will be needed to 
prevent any further discussion of the ticket 
which THE TIMES here presents—as a piece of 
news fresh from the inner Piatt circle. 

Mr. Blaine arose a little before 8 o’clock yes- 
terday morning and had breakfast served in his 
room. Before 9 o'clock there were many 
persons in the hotel corridor wondering 
if he would come down and let them 
see him. A few minutes later cards pegan to 
gouptohisroom. The politicians had read the 
morning papers and were anxious to see and 
judge from personal observation whether or not 
Mr. Blaine was sick or well. 

Bell boys who took the cards of the early fel- 
lows to the Secretary’s room brought back word 
that Mr. Blaine must be excused from seeing 
visitors at that hour of the day. 

Later in the day there were many politicians 
about the hotel. In the crowd werg Col. 
George W. Hooker of Vermont, member of 
the National Committee, and a “red-hot” 
supporter of Mr. Biaine; John W. Fos 
ter of Indiana, formerly prominent in 
the South American Diplomatic Service, and 
now holding a confidential position in the State 
Department; Judge Robertson, who is one oi 
the delegates to the Minneapolis Convention 
trom Westchester County; Gen. Wesley Merrit 
ex-Congresaman George West of Baliston, an 
ex-Congressman Henry G. Burleigh. The scene 
in the corridor was a lively one. 

At a little after 11 o’clock Mr. and Mrs. Blaine 
left the hotel, passing out through the ladies’ 
door’on the Broadway side, and entered a car- 
riage. Few saw them go out. 

In his hands he carried a small parcel wrapped 
in tissue paper, which was said to be a gilt to 
Baby Damrosch, the Secretary’s new a- 
daughter. The Secretary spoke to the Seiver, 
entered the carriage, and was driven in the di- 
rection of Mr. Damrosch’s hause up town. 

It was soon nolsed about that Mr. Blaine had 
gone, and the crowd melted away. Before it 
had quite melted, however, there entered an- 
other man from Maine 

It was ex-speaker Thomas B. Reed, who had 
quietly come to town, it was said, to talk with 
politicians on the Presidential outlook. His 
coming at this particular time, it was said, had 
been in the hope that there would be some de- 
velopment at some discussion which would in- 
dicate to him if it would really pay to nurse his 
own Presidential boomlet. 

While Mr. Blaine was away the word wag 
assed around that on his return he would con- 
er with Mr. Platt, and national affairs, it waz 

said, hung trembling in the balance until it was 
known just what Mr. Platt would say to Mr. 
Blaine, and what Mr. Blaine would say to Mr. 
Piatt in reply. 

This added a dignity to the occasion whict 
was charming. It kept the interest unabated. 

Mr. Blaine, accompanied by Mrs.. Blaine, re 
turned to the hotel early in the afternoon. Few 
people were in the corridor. Thay went at 
once to their rooms and remaired tiere, receiy- 
ing no callers. 

Ata little after 4 o’clock Mr. Platt entered 
the hotel and went straight from the Broadway 

entrance to the elevator. There was mure iu k 
of a conference. 

Soon afterward, however, Mr. and Mrs. Blaine 
came down the elevator and ugain took a car- 
riage. Before entering it the Secretary stood 
for a few moments on the sidewalk, and 
many people passing recognized him. It 
was not long before a good-sized crowd 
gathered. The Secretary then entered the car- 
riage and was driven up Fifth Avenue. In an 
hour aod fifteen minutes the carriage returned, 
and Mr. Blaine went again to his rooms. 

Some time between that hour and 7 o’clock 
Mr. Platt called on the Secretary. He remained 
at Mr. Blaine's rooms for about one hour. It 
was understood that Mr. Platt was trying to 
ascertain if Mr. Blaine would accept the nomi- 
nation if it were tendered him. 

Mr. Blaine remained in his room after the it- 
terview. Mr. Platt came out and was silent as 
to what had been said by himself or the Seore- 


tary. 

“We talked aboht the weather,” he said, with 
the air of one who took no great interest in the 
affair, anyhow. 

The corridor began to fill early in the evening, 
and there was no end of political discussian A 
hundred men stood about, and nearly all asked 
the usual questions of all others, as to Mr. 
Blaine’s health. They discussed the vote of 
New-York, the power which Mr. Platt had, and 
whether, if Blaine would not take the nomina- 
— John Sherman would be his residuary leg- 
atee. 

One of these discussions was a hot one. Gen. 
Furlong started it by some remark about the 
popularity of Mr. Blaine. J. D. Long, a premi- 
nent iron manufacturer of Akron, Ohio, and a 
“red-hot” Harrison man, tookitup. Gen Fur- 
long retired, and others in the crowd egged 
Long on. 

“ You talk about the unpopularity of Harri. 
son,” said Mr. Long. ‘‘I tell you he is satisfac- 
tory to the people, except to a crowd of sore- 
paame who did not get what they wanted from 

mm.” 

“ Thore are 400,000 of them in the country,” 
said a Blaine man. 

These words were spoken loud enough to at- 
tract general attention, and fifty men crowded 
toward the corner where the talk was going on. 
Then Mr. Long opened in this way: 

“ You Republican soreheads in this State have 
no right to try to dictate the nomination of a 
President. You have just turned the State over 
to the Democrats, body, soul, and breeches, in 
the most important campaign of twenty years. 
You can’t carry this State again in the next 
twenty years. 

““What New-York needs is about a dozen first- 
class funerals. 

‘Kill off Tom Platt and Miller and the rest 
and things wiil go along more smoothly.” 

This was interesting, and the crowd of fifty 
increased to a hundred when Isaac Dayton, 
who had been standing near by, spoke up: 

“ Yes, there’s a lot of soreheads who don’t 
like Harrison. If you are going to let Platt and 
the rest nominate a manwt Minneapolis just on 
that account, God help the nominee.” 

The crowd grew until. it was whispered that 
oe Blaine was coming down stairs. That broke 

up. 5 

Mr. Blaine did not come. . He was not seen 
again during tho evening. 

Gen. Horace Porter and Collis P. Huntington 
called’ together and were shown to Biaine’s 
rooms. They remained an hour. 

Among those about the corridors last night 
were Charles R. Flint, ex-Gov. McCormick of 
Arizona, Delegate Miiholland, Jacob Patterson, 
Nathanial Paige, and the usual army of small- 
fry politicians. ~ 

Senator Pettigrew of South Dakota, oneol 
Mr. Blaine’s warm adherents andjyan anti 
Harrison man, was expected from Washington. 

In the box on the clerk’s desk yesterday morn- 
ing Was some mail addressed to Senator His- 
cook, and it was said that he was likely to put 
in an appearance at any time.

THE CONGREGATIONALISTS MEET. 


SIXTY-SIXTH ANNIVERSARY OF 
HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—The Congregational- 
ists will hold the sixty-sixth anniversary of 
their Home Missionary Society in Washington 
this year. The proceedings opened to-night in 
the First Congregational Church. This is the 
first session held here, and the attendance 
promises to be inusually large. 

Mission Superintendents and other represent- 
atives from more than twenty States are here 


already. This society has grown from a small 
affair to be the chief national working force of 
its denomination and disburses nearly $700,000 
per year, 

This eyening the Hon. Nelson Dingley of 
Maine called the session to order. 

Dr. A, W. Archibald of lowa in the course of 
his prayer made special request that the peti- 
tions which ascended from the President's fam- 
ily altar might be answered. 

The annual sermon was preached by the Rev. 
R. R. Meredith, Db. D., of Brooklyn, before a 
large congregation on the work, field, and re- 
sources of the society. At the end of sixty-five 
years, he said, it bad expended $14,000,000, 
maintained a yearly average of 700 mission- 
aries, and organizéd 5,261 churches, of which 
2,663 had come to ee The receipts of 
the past year were $663,000. All expenses had 
been paid and 1,986 missionaries employed. 
The year was the most successful, save one, in 
the history of the society. 

In the afternoon the Woman’s Home Miasion- 
ary Union held its annual meeting. Eighteen 
State ofganizations were represented.

HOPE FOR MGARRAHAN 


—$< 
AN ATTEMPT TO DISPOSE OF A 
LONG-CONTESTED CLAIM. 


THE SENATE PASSES A BILL TO REFER 
IT TO THE COURT OF CLAIMS— 
HISTORY OF A CONTEST WHICH HAS 
LASTED NEARLY FORTY YEARS. 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—To-day the famous 
MoGarrahan Claim bill was passed by the Sen- 
Ate. There was no opposition to it. The bill 
authorizes the title of William MoGarrahan to 
the Rancho Panoche Grande in California to be 
submitted to the Court of Claims. 

The subject matter of this measure has been 
before Congress twenty-five years; the contro- 
versy over the title to the lands in question 
dates back nearly forty years. Many bills for 
the relief of MoGarrahan have been introduced 
in Congress and the House has passed three of 
them, but all have finally failed. Although the 
case has nominally been carried on between Mo- 
Garrahan on the one side and the United States 
onthe other, the real contestant of McGarra- 
han’s title has been the New-Idria Mining Com- 
pany. That company secured possession of the 
New-Idria Quicksilver Mine about the time Mc- 
Garrahan purchased the tract of Iand and has 
held possession ever since. 

The main Question to be decided is whether 
Vincente P. Gomez, under whom McGarrahan 
claims, had @uch a title to the land as was pro- 
tected by treaty with Mexico, commonly known 
as the treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo. If he did, 
then the faith of the Governmentis pledged to 
its protection. The claim was originally 
brought before the Fortieth Congress, and the 
House Committee on the Judiciary told the 
story in an elaborate report. 

In 1844 Manuel Micheltorena, then Governor 
of Upper California, in accordance with a Mexi- 
can custom to confer lands upon deserving of- 
ficiais aud citizens, granted to Vincente P. Go- 
mez ao tract of land, then considered almost 
valueless, in the present Counties of Fresno 
and Monterey, Cal. The property was then, 
and is now known as the “‘ Panoche Grande 
Rancho.” The making of this grant has been 
denied, and this denial constitutes the principal 
ground from which has sprung the prolonged 
litigation, which the present bill seeks to bring 
toanend. The proof of the existence of the 
grant was declared to be satisfactory py the 
Judiciary Committee of the Fortieth Congress 
in its published report. 

In 1853 the Board of Land Commissioners, at 


the hearing on the evidence, decided that 
Gomez had given satisfactory proof of the ex- 
istence of the grant, but had failed to prove 
that he ever occupied or improved any part of 
the iand, and on the ground of non-occoupancy 
decided the grantinvalid. Gomez appealed io 
the District Court, which confirmed his claim. 
But through what is claimed to be a clerical 
mistake, the decree of the court was for three 
leagues of land instead of four, and was un- 
signed by the Judge. Gomez agperns the ques- 
tion of title settled, and, in December, 1857, 
s0ld the property to McGarrahan. Later the 
error was discovered, and Feb: 8, 1858, an 
amended decree was entered, as of June 5, 
1857, covering the four leagues, and duly 
signed. 

About the time McGarrahan purchased the 
tract some prospectors discovered mineral de- 
posits on it, unknown to MoGarrahan, and 
they took possession of it as ‘‘squatters.” The 
interest of these squatters was later vested in 
the New-ldria ning Company. March 15, 
1858, the United States appealed from the 
decree of the court, as it was their practice to 
do in all cases adjudicated against them, and 
on July 8, 1858, thirteen months after the 
finai decree of confirmation, a motion was 
made by special counsel of the United States in 
the case, without notice to the claimant, to have 
the decree opened. Legal proceedings followed, 
the effect of which was to perfect the title to the 
rancho in McGarrahan. The New-Idria Mining 
Company then resorted to numberless expedi- 
ents to defeat his title. Fraud and want of 
jurisdiction were charged in order to reopen the 
base. 

Finally, after years of litigation, MoGarrahan 
succeeded in acquiring five distinct confirma 
tions of his title. The committee summed up as 
follows: 

** Additional evidence has been submitted and cir- 
cumstances disclosed which have induced your com- 
mittee to conclude that the relief prayed for by Mr. 
MoGarrahan ought to be extended to him, and this 
— very readily be done. The title to the land 
claimed, and which he askssthat he may be allowed 
to purchase, is now vested in the Government 
of the United States, and it is merely a 
question whether he shall be permitted to secure 
that which, in the judgment of your committee, he 
acquired title re | virtue of the Mexican grant 
aforesaid, or it shall fall into the hands of a corpora- 
tion known as the New-ldria Mining Company 
which has been resisting his claim for years and 
paying the expenses of the efforts of said company 
out of the proceeds of the mines, the title to whi 
resis in the United States.” 

Thig wasin 1868, and McGarrahan has been 
prosecuting his claim ever since. His friends 
now believe that his patience is about to be re- 
warded. Should the bill pass and the Court of 
Claims adjudge in McGarrahan’s favor, the 
United States must indemnify him for such land 
as may hereafter be disposed of by the Govern- 
ment within the limite of the grant and for the 
value of the minerals extracted less the value 
of the improvements made upon the lands and 
the costof mining. The right of appeal to the 
Supreme Court by either party is granted. 


POPULAR VOTE FOR SENATORS. 

Mr. Mitchell, (Rep., Oregon,) from the Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections, to-day re- 
ported to the Senate a joint resolution propos- 
ing a constitutional amendment providing for 


the election of United States Senators by popu- 
lar vote. He said that the members of the com- 
mittee were divided on the subject and would 
make separate reports. The joint resolution 
was placed on the calendar. 

The subject was discussed at some length by 
the committee this morning. Mr. Chandler, 
(Kep., N. H.,) offered an amendment proposing 
to strike out of the joint resolution that phrase 
which describes the qualification of the electors 
as those “requisite for electoré of the most 
numerous branch of the State Legislature” and 
to substitate the phrase “such qualifications as 
may be prescribed by Congress.” This amend- 
ment was rejected, as was also one proposing to 
elect the President and Vice President at the 
same time and inthe same manner as Represent- 
atives. 

TALK IN THE TWO HOUSES. 


In the House, yesterday, the Sundry Civil Ap- 
propriation bill was discussed, without final 
disposition. Mr. Enloe (Dem., Tenn.,) made 
several unsuccessful attempts to cut items of 


appronmation. Among others, he wanted to 
reduce the salary of the Superintendent of the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey from $6,000 to 


,000. 

The Senate continued its discussion of the bill 
providing for the punishment of violations of 
treaty righte of ms; Mr. Morgan (Dem., Ala.,) 
advocating it, and citing the slaying of Italians 
at New-Orleans in its support. At the close of 
his argument, he moved that the bill go over 
until next December. 

Mr. ie (Dem., Ind.,) favored the recom- 
mittel of the bill, or its reference to the Judiol- 
ary Committee. He thoughtit went beyond the 
President’s recommendation, even, and that it 
Was most and revolationary. The mat- 
ter went over without action. 


RIVER AND HARBOR MONEY. 

The Committee on Rivers and Harbors repogt- 
ed back to the House to-day the River and Har- 
bor Appropriation bill, with the fenate amend- 
ments thereto, with the recommendation that 


the Senate amendments be non-concurred in. 
Unanimous consent was asked that this course 
be followed and that a conference be ordered, 
but objection was made and the bill was re- 
ferred to the Committee of the Whole. 


TO HURRY THE APPROPRIATIONS. 

The Democrats of the House met in. caucus, 
to-night, for the purpose of considering the 
“ Order of business.” The result was a decision 
to put the appropriation bills ahead of every- 
thing else and prepare for an adjournment of 


Congress as early as practicable. 
There was an unusually large attendance, 


nearly every member in the city being present. 


Mr. Hateh, (Dem., Mo.,) in the interests of the 
Anti-Options bill, fought the motion to give the 
appropriation bills precedence with great 
vigor and vehemence, but was outvoted by a 
large majority. He.has not given up the fight, 
however. and it is wey likely will pees the 
appropriation bills on the floor of the House. 

‘he caucus wae held in res se to a call cir- 
pulated to-day by Mr. Mo an (Tenn.) The 
Bpeaker and the leading members of the major-

ANNUAL MEETING OF THE ASSOCIATION 
AT TREMONT TEMPLE.

THE COMPANY TO BE WIPED OUT AND 
1TS STOCK ASSESSED—A NEW COM- 
PANY W1TH $43,000,000 PREFERRED 
AND $75,000,000 comMMON STOCK. 


Gen. Samuel Thomas, who is practically at the 
head of the stockholders’ movement to reorganize 
the Richmond Terminal properties, yesterday de- 
scribed the following as the plan which he thought 
the stockholders’ committee would be likely to agree 
upon: 

“A Dew corporation known asthe Southern Rail- 
way Company will acquire all of the property of the 
present Richmond Terminal Company by foreclosure 
of the mortgages and floating debt obligations. The 
new compeny will have no bonded debt, but will 
issue $43,000,000 in new preferred stock, bearing 6 
per cent. cumulative interest, and $75,000,000 com- 
mon stock. The present 6 per cent. collateral trust 
Richmond Terminal bonds will be entitled to receive 
1663 per cent. in new preferred stock in exchange 
for the prineipal of the present securities or with 
the coupon due in August, in all about 170 per cent. 
The present 6 per cent. collateral trust bonds and 
the preferred stock will receive par in the new pre- 
ferred stook. Collateral trust notes bearing 6 per 
cent. interest, amounting to $4,000,000, will be is- 
sued at 9249, torun two years, with privilege of ex- 
tension, these notes, if deposited later under the 
plan, to be entitled to 166%; per cent. in new pre 
ferred stook. 

“The collateral trust notes will be offered for sub- 
scription in the following order: First to the common 
stockholders of the present Terminal Company, then 
to the Terminal preferred stockholders, then to the 
5 per cent. bonds, and lastly to the holders of the 6 
per cent. bonds.

AN ARANSAS PASS ROW. 


ACCUSATIONS OF FRAUD AND RECEIV- 
ERS COME TO BLOWS. 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, May 24.—There was another 
sensational and unexpected development this even- 
ing in the San Antonio and Aransas Pass Railroad 
receivership muddle, when a petition was filed by 
President Uriah Lott and the bondholders of the 
road in the Forty-fifth District Court for the removal 
of Joint Receiver J. S. MacNamara. 

In afew minutes after filing the petition A. G. 
Cooper, the auditor of the road, was arrested upon 
an affidavit sworn out by B. F. Yoakum, another 
joint receiver, charging him with embezzling, in 
having made knowingly a false entry on a certain 
book of accounts kept by C. S. Wheeling, Chairman 
of the receivers of the San Antonioand Aransas 
Pass Railroad Company, with intent to defraud. 
The affidavit charges that Cooper caused Wheeling 
to write in the book referred to a balance on hand in 


excess of the true balance on hand to the amount 
of $6,500, when Wheeling did not have any such 
balance, the money having previously been fraud- 
unlently taken by Cooper and converted to his own 
use. Cooper gave bond in the sum of $3,000. 

The record shows that Mr. Cooper filed instruc- 
tions that in case anything happened to him, his 
wife was to pay the claim, and the petition ior the 
removal of MacNamara is presented by the attor- 
neys for the reorganization committee, the attor- 
neys for the bondholders, and by Denman & Frank- 
lin, who are supposed to represent Yoakum. It 
alleges that MacNamara has fraudaolently altered 
vouchers and fraudulently sought to obtain money 
from the road; that ho is addicted to gambling; that 
he is insolvent, and that he and Auditor Cooper have 
conspired to secure the removal of Receiver Yoa- 
kum. The court is prayed to order an investigation 
by @ special Master in Chancery. 

The two receivers had a personal collision this 
afternoon, in which there was an exchange of blows. 
No serions damage was done. The result of the con- 
test will be a thorough display of the conduct of the 
recefvership from its inception.

Kentucky is evidently another State in 
which the Democratic ‘‘favoriteson” holds 
second place in the estimation of the peo- 
ple. A considerable majority of the dele- 
gates to the State Convention which is to 
be held at Louisville to-day are uninstruct- 
ed, while about one-fourth of the whole 
number have been instructed to favor the 
nomination of Senator OARLISLE:for Presi- 
dent. A large number of delegates are 
instructed for CLEVELAND, and of the 
unmistructed it is known that fully 
seven-eighths are in favor of his can- 
didacy. The delegates to the National 
Convention are not likely to be put under 
instructions, but there is every probability 
that they will favor CLEVELAND in prefer- 
ence to OaRLISLE. Creditable aa the lat- 
ter’s character and record are admitted to 
be, and natural as it would be for the Dem- 
ocrats of his own State to favor him under 
other circumstances, the fact cannot be 
suppressed or disguised that the real en- 
thusiasm of the Kentucky Democracy is 
for the ex-President, and it does not inténd 
to be misrepresented at the National Con- 
vention. 

The remarkable running of the City of 
New-York, which arrived at Queenstown 
yesterday, {is something in which Ameri- 
cans may; we suppose, take a contingent 
pride, seeing she may some day tiy the 
American flag. She took along route east- 
ward, so that her trip time was 6 days and 
20 minutes, but her owners claim that at 
her average speed of 20.06 miles per hour 
she would have covered the route sailed by 
the Zextonic, with a record of 5 days 21 
hours and3 minutes,in 5 days 18 hours 
and 20 minutes.

THE BLAINE TRICK. 

Celestial minds, we suppose, are never 
agitated by the strife of politics, but we 
hope the gods know enough .about par- 
ties and elections to enjoy understand- 
ingly the great spectacle that the Repub- 
licans have provided fomman’s wonder and 
theirs. It holds the stage undoubtedly, 
andit chains the public attention. The peo- 
ple have for the moment lost sight of Mr. 
CLEVELAND. Their eyes are fixed on Mr. 
BLAINE—save when withdrawn from time 
to time for a hasty sidelong glance at 
Mr. Harrison. This results properly 
and naturally from the behavior of 
the Republican Party, which has_ got 
itself into a situation much more un- 
stable, and therefore much more inter- 
esting, than the situation of the Demo- 
crats; and from the near approach of the 
Minneapolis Convention, toward which the 
party leaders are now heading, across a 
sea of doubt, for a port anda pilot. Mean- 
while Mr. CLEVELAND, with the nomina- 
tion of his party assured to him beyond any 
reasonable doubt, certain of the united 
Democratic support, comes and goes in un- 
disturbed tranquillity, attended to by the 
reporters only so far as his past and his 
future compel attention; for which and 
other blessings we have no doubt he is 
sincerely grateful. 

Mr, CLEVELAND owes his present repose 
to the fact that he or the masses of his 
party for him and in his name have routed 
the scheming politicians. The pursuit of 
Mr. BLAINE by the reporters and their cor- 
relative abstention from pursuing Presi- 
dent HARRISON is owing entirely to the 
success of the scheming politicians of the 
Republican Party in upsetting what a few 
weeks ago seemed to be a safe and comfort- 
able arrangement for renominating Mr. 
HarRRIson. Mr. BLarve is ‘‘ the man in 
sight,” and the reporters have to follow 
him. But that Mr. BLAINE is not the man 
who will be kept in sight, is not the com- 
ing man, not the destined nominee of his 
party, is plain enough to those who have 
looked upon his face and figure and haye 


studied tise tactics of those who, so to' 


speak, are “managing” him; and, of course, 
those who are managing him know that 
itis for quite another purpose than run- 
ning him for the Presidency. 

If these gentlemen, with or without Mr. 
BuLaine’s consent, should after all go to 
the length of nominating him at Minne- 
apolis, they would have to take the risks 
and the responsibility, political and per- 
sonal, of subjecting to the terrible strain 
and wearing anxieties of the canvassa man 
who has been unable to do his official 
work for more than a year; who tumbled 
over at his desk a few weeks ago in an 
attack of some kind, said to have been 
“indigestion,” and whose unsteady legs and 
startling pallor give powerful evidence of 
spent energies and a shattered frame to 
all who see him. The burden of a hopeless 
disease entitles him who has it to human 
sympathy, and sympathy for Mr. BLaInr 
has mellowed the animosities his varied 
activities long ago aroused. And if he 
exercised the invalid’s privilege of rest and 
retirement none would say even that he 
was aninvalid. But his present attitude 
before the public and the attitude his 
friends have taken, apparently with his 
consent, is so extraordinary that it thrusts 
his physical condition upon the public at- 
tention and opens it to comment. The 
comment universally evoked is that Mr. 
BLarne is an impossible candidate, and 
politicians blessed with imagination cast 
their prophecies in heartless but telling 
metaphors about throwing stones at a 
hearse or firing into an ambulance. These 


been employed by their inventors had not 
Mr. BLALINE’S own conduct removed all re- 
straints. 

Mr. BLAINE not being actually in the 
race, but only put there to be “‘ scratched,” 
it requires no unusual exercise of political 
subilety to discover what his friends are 
at. Inthe first place they are not, of not 
all ‘of them, so much his friends as the 
President’s enemies. In Mr. Piatt, the Re- 
publican “ boss” of New-York, President 
HARRISON has a foe he cannot appease or 
placate.

The re- 
peated assertion that Mr. BLarne will run, 
and the confirmation that Mr. BLAINr’s con- 
duot lends to this assertion, have already 
sufficed to detach the party from Mr. Har- 
RISON,leaving that statesman’s canvass for 
the renomination in a really alarming sit- 
uation. Having skillfully rallied the 
party around Mr. BLAIns, the next, the last, 
and the most perilous step of all will be 
the transfer of Mr. BLarne’s “strength ”— 
purely political—to some other Republican 
not Mr. HARRISON. 

If Mr. Pratt, Mr. CLtarkson, and their 
fellows can do this successfully they will 
be instantly acclaimed the greatest tacti- 
cians of the age. As the trick they have 
played will be revealed when the moment 
comes to “ withdraw” Mr. BLAINE the risk 
that the convention will throw Mr. PLatr 
and Mr. CLARKSON out of the window and 
nominate Mr. HARRISON in a-rage and a 
roar is, we must confess, frightful. It isso 
very frightful that we cannot believe that 
matters will go so far as that. We still 
think Mr. HARRISON’s nomination extreme- 
ly probable, and it is most likely to be 
effected by steady resistance to the Platt- 
Clarkson conspirators. 


PRIMARIES THAT MEAN SOME- 
THING. 

About 75,000 Democratic voters have 

. been enrolled in this city for the purpose of 
taking part in the selection of delegates to 

the convention which is to be held at Syra- 

cusé next Tuesday. The primary elections 

at which these delegates are to be chosen 

will be held in the several Assembly dis- 
tricts to-day. A list of the places at which 
the voting is to be done will be found in 
the columns of THe Times this morning 

and the polls’ will be‘open from 9 o’clock in 
the forenoon until 9 o’clock im the evening. 
These 75,000 yoters do not by any means 
include all who are in favor of the Syracuse 
Convention and will sustain its action, but 
only those who habitually support the 
Democratic ticket and who have taken the 
trouble to have their names enrolled. But 
itisa body of citizens much larger than 
has ever before put itself in a position 
to take part in the primary action of either 
party in this city. Neither the Tammany 
organization nor the Republican organiza- 


- tion contains anything like this number of 


voters enrolled in the several districts and 
entitled to vote at the primaries. — 

These primaries will differ in another re- 
spect from those ordinarily held by polit- 
ical organizations. They will be open all 
day, and will be conducted with a view to 
allowing every enrolled voter to express 
his choice freely. There will be no machine 
management in the offensive sense of the 
term, no forcing of the vote by leaders or 
heelers, but an equal opportunity for all 
to express ‘their, choice and a determination 
of results by an untrammeled vote and a 
fair count. Of course, the meetings will be 
regularly officered and conducted to facili- 
tate their work and protect the rights of all, 
and there will be candidates before them, 
so that the voters will not work in the dark 
or at cross purposes, but they are intended 
to afford the fullest opportunity of choice. 
In short, they are to be popular and dem- 
ocratic in the highest sense. ; 

It is important that this method of pro- 
ceeding, so different from that of political 
machines generally, should be supported 
and vindicated by a large vote, so as to give 
the primaries the fullest significance as a 


‘protest against machine methods, and 


especially the methods that prevailed in 
preparing for the “snap” convention of 
February. It will be a simple and very easy 
matter for each voter, on his way to or 
from his business or occupation, or duriug 
@ leisure hour of the day, to visit the poll- 
ing place of his district and drop a ballot 
for delegates and alternates to the State 
Convention. It will serve to show the 
reality of his interest in the eonvention 
and its objects and afford evidence of the 
earnestness that underlies the movement. 
Let the enrolled Democrats.roll up a big 
vote at the primaries to-day. It will have 
a good effect.

ENFORCING THE LAWS, 


The special report of Superintendent 
BYRNES to the Police Commission is an in- 
teresting and suggestive paper. It shows, 


what every fair-minded New-Yorker will’ 


be ready to admit, that there has beena 
considerable improvement in the enforce- 
ment of the laws since Mr. Byrnrs took 
command of the police, and that his im- 
provement is due to’ the efforts of Mr. 
Byrnes himself. The open and systematic 
violation of the laws is confined 4o three 
classes of offenders—the gamblers, the un- 


lawful sellers of liquor, comprising almost 


ali of the persons licensed to sell liquors, 
and the keepers and inmates of “‘ disorder- 
ly houses.” All these classes of offenders 
have been disturbed and made to feel un- 
comfortable and precarious during Mr. 
ByRNEs’s tenure of office. Whether any 
results of more solid value will be reached 
remains to be séen, and, as the Superin- 
tendent points ont, does not depend upon 
him. 
The suppression of public gambling is in 
itself a very valuable service. Mr. BYRNES 
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it has been performed, but he is better in- 
formed as to the condition of the whole 
city in this respect than any other man in 
it. It is not possible, and if it were possi- 
ble it may be doubted whether it would be 
desirable, to have such a system of espion- 
age established that a “game” could not 
be carried on anywhere in the city at 
which men familiar with the city and 
known tothe professional gamblers could 
lose their money. It is not possi- 
ble to put a stop to gambling 
in private houses or in clubs. What ie pos-- 
sible is to compel gambling resorts to take 
the character of clubs so far as to confine 
the playing in them to acquaintances of 
the keepers and of each other, and to pre- 
vent them from being easy of atcess to 
strangers or to casual and promiscuous 
citizens. To do this is to put astop to what 
may fairly be called public gambling. If Mr. 
BYRNES has done this, and we see no rea- 
son -to dispute his statement that he has 
done it, he has done all that can be re- 
quired of the police in this respect, and has 
earned the thanks of the community. 

There is much force in his, contention 
that he has done all that he could to stop 
the unlawful sale of liquor, and that it is 
not his fault if he has not succeeded. The 
law, as he says, is not sustained by public 
sentiment; at least, the-sentiment that ex- 
ists in its favor is not strong enough to be 
an actual assistance to the police. The or- 
dinary citizen who would feel bound 
to notify the police of the existence 
of a gambling house or a- house 
of prostitution in his neighborhood 
does not feel at all bound to give 
information that a liquor dealer in hig 
neighborhood is selling after hours or on 
Sunday; in fact, he would feel shame and 
compunction in doingso. Evidence against 
the liquor dealers musf be procured by the | 
police themselves, and it cannot be pro- 
cured by the appearance of a policeman in 
uniform. Of course, nobody will sell liquor 
to him or in his presence. When Mr. 
** JIMMY” MARTIN notified the force that 
they must not go to see liquor sell- 
ing on Sunday except in uniform, he 
succeeded in nullifying the Sunday laws, 
so far as the traffic in liquor goes, and in 
bringing to nothing all the efforts for the 
suppression of unlawful selling that the 
Superintendent or his subordinates might 
make. Moreover, as has often been point- 
ed out and as Mr. BYRNES points out 
again, the courts do not and never have 
done their duty toward securing the en- 
forcement of the exciselaw. Theimprison- 
ment of a few habitual offenders would put 
an effectual stop to the business, whereas 
the most that the liquor dealer has to fear 
when he is caught and convicted is a fine 
that does not consume the profits of a single 
day’s unlawful selling. A Superintendent 
of Police is not to be blamed for not wish- 
ing to make the force under his command a 
party to a farce. 

The question involved in the existence of 
what are called disorderly houses is much 
more difficult, as Mr. BYRNES says, than 
that presented by either of the other classes 
of habitual lawbreakers. The most exten- 
sive and persistent raids upon these places 
would have the effect only of scattering 
their inmates. That same result has been 
brought about by changes in the mode of 
living in this city through the multiplica- 
tion of small flats and apartments. It is 
likely that, in spite of the increase of pop- 
ulation, the number of disreputable houses 
in New-York has actually diminished with- 
in the last twenty years. It is more 
than questionable whether the dispersion 
involved in this process has resulted in a 
gain to public morals, or even to public 
decency, though it is true that no part of 
New-York now presents such shocking 
scenes as were then daily presented in 
broad daylight to the passengers upon some 
of the most frequented lines of street cars. 
The suggestion of Mr. ByRNES that a cer- 
tain quarter should be set apart, within 
which all disorderly houses should be con- 
fined and subjected to police regulation is 
entirely inadmissible, as offensive to Amer- 
ican ways of thinking. A partial experiment 
of that nature in England has excited an 
opposition from which we may judge what 
would be the effect of alike measure in 
this country. Perhaps a tolerable solution 
of the problem presented by these places 
may be found by attending tothe legal 
definition of them. They are called “ dis- 
orderly houses.” Where they are in fact dis- 
orderly, so that respectable neighbors are 
offended or scandalized by.the manner in 
which their purpose is advertised, or by the 
behavior of the inmates, they should be 
raided without mercy—so long as nothing’is 
visible oraudible to indicate that they differ 
from decent dwelling houses they might 
perhaps wisely be ignored. It is not the 
business of the police to ferrat out secret 
vice, so much as to suppress vice which is 
open and. unconcealed, and which con- 
stitutes an offense against public decency. 
It will have its hands full in doing that, 
and under Mr. Byrnes it has made such 
progress in that as deserves recognition.

70 SAVE A TRUST'S TARIFF. 


A correspondent directs our attention to 
some curious remarks ‘in the Boston dd- 
vertiser about the duty on binding twine 
and the pending bill for the removal of 
that duty. The Advertiser says: 

“In the present measure {the Free Binding- 
Twine bill) the duty on the raw material used 
in manufacture has been retained, and the duty 
on the manufactured article has been entirely 
stricken out. ‘his has been done in the face of 
the admitted fact that the difference in the 
labor cost of binding twine at homéand abroad 
is at least no less than the amount of the pro- 
tective duty retained by the last Congress.” 

If the Advertiser will look at the statute 
known as the McKinley Tariff act, it will 
see that the last Congress placed on the 
free list the raw materials—manila, sisal, 
istle, and New-Zealand fibre—out of which 
by far the greater part of the binding 
twine used in this country is made. , It was 
partly for this reason that the same act re- 
duced the duty on the twine itself to 
7-10 of a cent per pound, just as the 
duty on refined sugar was reduced to 1g 
of a cent per pound because the re- 
finers’ raw material had beén put on the 
free list. The Advertiser complains that 
“in this instance there has been no inter- 
ference [in connection with the bill now

Thé assertion about “the difference in 
labor cost of binding-twine at home and 
abroad ” leads us to invite the attention of 
the Advertiser to the testimony of Mr. 
JoHN Goop, a well-known manufacturer 
of rope and binding twine and of improved 
machinery used in this industry. Some 
time ago the Cordage Trust entered 
into an agreement with Mr. Goop to 
pay him $200,000 per annum if he would 
keep his American fuctory closed. Mr. 
Goop has undertaken to build a rope and 
twine mill in Italy, and he has a similar 
mill in-London. Some weeks ago he re- 
turned from Europe, where he had been 
completing plans for his factory in Italy. 
After his return a Times reporter procured 
the following statement from him: 

“Mr. Goon says that he learned a lesson in 
political economy in his sojourn in London, 
where he established a mill some time ago. 
That lesson is that the cheap labor of Europe 
cannot compete with the dearer labor of this 
country in the production of goods. In other 
words, he discovered that with the same num- 
ber of laborers his London mill could not turn 
out as large a product as the same plant could 
in this country. Consequently, he says that in- 


stead of binding twine being importad into this 
country in the future, it will be exported.” 


We showed a few days ago that, accord- 
ing to the official reports, the value of the 
binding twine imported into this country 
last year was only $33, while the quantity 
consumed here was said to have been more 
than 50,000 tons. This was the condition 
of the business under a duty of 7-10 
of a cent per pound, after the manu- 
facturers had told Congress that a reduc- 
tion to lly cents would surely ‘ close their 
mills,” and that they could not continue at 
work under the protection of anything less 
than a duty of 154 cents per pound. 

If Mr. Goop Rad looked at the Treasury 
reports he would have discovered that the 
manufacturers who professed to be unable 
to compete with foreign manufacturers in 
the home market without a duty of 1% 
cents were already exporting twine and 
other cordage and selling it in competition 
with those dreaded foreign manufacturers 
in foreign countries where they could have 
the assistance of no duty whatever. The 
Treasury reports show that in the nine 
months ending on March 31, 1892, the 
American manufacturers of twine and 
other cordage exported 5,925,154 pounds 
of cordage and $393,669 worth of twine. 

Those who have been induced by the 
Cordage Trust to assert that the removal 
of the very small duty on twine would 
“destroy the business of manufacturing 
binding twine in the United States ” should 
look at these figures and compare them 
with the recorded importation of $33 worth 


of binding twine last year.

OBITUARY. 
ATE ERY E 
SIR ALEXANDER CAMPBELL. 

Sir Alexander Campbell, one of Canada’s most 
prominent public men, died at Toronto yester- 
day at the age of seventy. He was stricken 
down by a paralytic stroke four months ago, 
since which time he had been in a low state of 
health. Just fourteen yéars ago he was knighted 
by Queen Victoria in recognition of distin- 
guished services rendered her Canadian colony. 

He was born in Yorkshire, England, 1822, 
educated at Lachine near Montreal and at 
Kingston, Ontario, and was called to the Upper 
Canada barin 1843. He firat entered politics 
as a member of a rural constituency in the Leg- 
islative Council of Canada in. 1858, of which 
body he was Speaker. He was one of those who 
brought about the confederation of the Provy- 


inces in Canada in 1867, and was sworn in as 
Privy Councilor on the day that the confedera- 
tion was ratified. 

He was a prominent member in Sir John Mac- 
donald’s Government until his appointment, 
nearly five yeara ago, as Lieutenant Governor 
of Ontario. At different times he held the port- 
folio of Postmaster General of Canada, Minister 
or Justice, Minister of Militia and Defense, and 
Minister of the Interior, and was atone time 
leader of the Government, He represented Can- 
ada at the Imperial Federation Conference at 
London in April, 1877.

4A BID FOR FUSION. 


KANSAS DEMOCRATS WANT TO UNITE 
WITH THE PEOPLE’S PARTY. 


Emporia, Kan., May 24.—The Democratic

PRESIDENT POLK’S WILL 


SET ASIDE, GIVING POLK PLACE TO THA 
HEIRS AT LAW. 


NASHVILLEy Tenn., May 24.—The case of the 
heirs at law of President James K. Polk against 
Fall and others, involving the title to Polk Place, 
was decided to-day by Chancellor Allison. Polk 
Place was the home. of President Polk. His 
widow resided there until her death, Her re- 
mains are buried there. j 

President Polk wrote a will, in which he said 
he and his wife’did not want Polk Place ever to 
pass into the hands of strangers, and, therefore, 
conveyed it to the State in order that it might 
be occupied by such blood relatives having the 
name of Polk as might be designated by the 
State or its authorized agents, preferring always 
the nearest kin of the name of Polk, if there 
was such a person who should be deemed a 
worthy and .. person to occupy the same. 

If at any time there should be no blood rela- 
tion named Polk, the property should be occu- 
pied by such other of his blood relations as 
might designated. Mr. Polk expressed the 
wish of himself and Mrs. Polk to be buried 
there, and that their tomb should not be re- 
moved, but kept in repair forever. f 

The matter was en into court to have the 
will construed. The heirs at law contended that 
the State had no power to execute the trust, and 
assigned as a reason why the will should be set 
aside that the devises created a perpetuity by 
the provision as to the tomb and the repairs, 
and that no building be erected on that spot, 
and also that it established a perpetuity in that 
it provided that Polk Piace should be held in 
trust for such persons of the house of Polk as 
might be designated from time to time forever.

CoPrpENHAGEN, May 24.—The Prince and Prin- 
yess of Walesarrived here to-day for the pur- 
pose of taking part in the festivities attendant 
jpon the Celebration of the golden wedding of 
jhe King and Queen of Denmark.

MR. SEXTON’S REFERENCES TO ALLEGED 
TROUBLE LAST SATURDAY. 


Loxpox, May 24.—Thomas Sexton (McCarthy- 
ite) again referred in the House of Commons 
to-iay to the alleged row at Belfast Saturday, 
and said that he had information that entitled 
him to move that the House adjourn, unless 
Mr. Jackson, Chief Secretary for Ireland, pre- 
pared a satisfactory reply. 

Mr. Sexton claimed that his information was 
to the effect that a boy had been brutally beaten 
and seriously hurt by a mob of other boys solely 
because he was a Catholic. He demanded to 
know whet the Goverment would do in the 
matter and why Mr. Madden, the Attorney 
General for Lreland, had made the response he 
did yesterday when questioned on the subject. 

Mr. Jackson, replying to Mr. Sexton, promised 
to renew his inquiries into the matter. He said, 
however, that he failed to eee much discrepancy 
in Mr. Sexton’s report of the case and Mr. Mad- 
den’s reply. The boy attacked had given the 
mame of only one of his assailants, and Mr. 
Jackson held that this indicated that the affair 
had been merely a quarrel between two boys. 

The Right Hon. John Morley (Liberal) said 
that the House wanted to know if the Govern- 
ynent was fully informed as to the transaction, 
because in Belfast the letting out of waters was 
a serious thing.” 

Mr. Sexton said he would await a further re- 
port, and would later call attention to the origin 


of the Belfast riots in 1886 and the conduct of 
those concerned in this most significant event. 

The Belfast riots of 1886 referred to by Mr. 
Sexton broke out on June 4 between 2,000 
Protestant shipwrights and a body of Roman 
Catholic navvies employed at the Alexandria 
Decks. The affair grew out of one of the nav- 
vies being struck with a spade two days be- 
fore, the result being that his assailants were 
dismissed by their employers.

BELGIUM’ CONSTITUTION. 


KISG LEOPOLD APPROVES THE MOVE- 
MENT FOR ITS REVISION. 


Brvesers, May 24.—A decree was published 
to-day containing a declaration that the King 
approves of the resolution recently adopted by 
the Senate and Chamber of Deputies providing 
for a revision of the Constitution. 

After the Senate and Chamber haye voted 
that certain articles of the Constitutidn are to 
be revised, those bodies become ipse facto sub- 
ject to dissolution, and their successors, elected 
witht a period of two months, will acquire the 
powers of a constituent assembly. In aocord- 
ance with this provision the decree of to-day 
dissolves Parliament and fixes June 14 as the 
date for holding the elections. 

Thero are several articles of the Constitution 
that it is proposed to revise. The most impor- 
tant of these are Article 47, which opens up the 
question of universal suffrage, and Article 26, 
under which there is a project for introducing 
the referendaom system. This latter question is 
held to be more important to Belgium than the 
extension of the franchise. 

When the agitation for constitutional revis- 
jon had reached its height King Leopold im- 
pressed upon his Ministers the necessity for 
meeting the demand and at the same time in- 


corporating in the Vonstitution the best of safe- 
guards against hasty decisions, confused issues, 
and dangerous legislation. This, his Majesty 
heid, would be attained by adopting the refer- 
endum principle. The form of referendum pro- 
posed in Belgium is to be applied, on the int - 
tive of the King, not ~y 4 to pills passed by 
Parliament, but also to bills proposed. It is 
contended that by following this course it will 
be possibile to avert legislation which might ré- 
sult in straining the relations with foreign coun-

HOW O’BRIEN ESCAPED, 


THE DETECTIVES ALLOWED HIM TO GO 
OUT FOR A WALK. 


Paris, May 24.—The following facts have 
been learned in regard to the arrest of Thomas 
O’Brien, the notorious American bunko man, 
who, after hia extradition from England, was 
sentenced in Albany, N. Y., to ten years’ im- 
prisonment for robbing a man of $10,000, and 
who subsequently made his escape. 

Secretary Blaine sent a cable dispatch on Sat- 
urday to Henry Vignaud, the Secretary in charge 
of the American Legation during the absence 
of the Minister, telling him that it was thought 
that O’Brien was on the French steamer Mar- 
seille, which sailed from New-Orleanr May 1 
for Havre, and calling upon him to cause the 
fugitive’s arrest.

the Minister of Foreign Affairs, and the Préfect 
of Police, both of whom promised todo their 
utmost to aid him in capturing O’Brien 

Mr. Vignaud telegraphed to the American 
Consul at Havre, informing him of the expected 
arrival of O’Brien. When the Marseille ar- 
rived Saturday a watch was kept on the steamer, 
but O’Brien made no attempt toland that day. 
On Sunday he was allowed to disembark, the 

olice not making any attempt to atop him. a 
Consul, however, found him on a train, arres 
him and delivered him to the police, telling them 
that he was a dangerous man. The police prom- 
ised to detail two gendarmes to guard him. 
Yesterday tho Consul learned that the police 
had let O’Brien take a walk. Since that time he 
he’ not been seen. 

Lonpon, May 24.—The American Legation in 
Paris had telegraphed to Mr. Robert T. Lincoln, 
thé American Minister here, to send Chief Clerk 
Hodson to France to identify O’Brien.

MONTEVIDHO, May 24—A rufior is. current 
here that the Brazilian cruiser Bahia has foun- 
dered at sea, butthere is no official confirma- 
tion of the report. 

Rio JANEIRO, May 24.—The five survivors of 
the crew of the Brazilian war ship Solimoes, 
which was lost a few days ago off the coast of 
Uruguay, have arrived here. 

They say thas the vessel struck a sunken rock 
and that they immediately started for the shore 
fn a boat toobtain help. Soon after they left 
the vessel an explosion oceurred, and the ship 
disappeared in deep water without leaving a 
trace to show where the disaster occurred. 


The Bahia is a coastwise service vessel of 
1,000 tons displacement, built-in 1865. She has 


four and one-balf inches of armor on her turret 
and three inches on the beltline. Her arma- 
ment consists of ‘two sevenp-inch Whitworth 
guns. She has an indicated horse power of 
1,640 and a speed of ten and one-nalf knots.

TWO OF HIS OLD FELLOW~-WOREERS

Sr. Louis, May 24.—Two of the old Blaine-

An account book was found which told the 
officers that, within the last two weeks, the 
gang had fleeced their prey of $1,650. 

When Hilton was arrested -he had $280 in 
money upon his person, besides twenty new 
one-dollar bills such as are used as decoys. Mrs. 
Hilton hadin her room about $2,000 worth of 
jewelry and $200 in money. 

Edwards had two plated gold watches in his 
pockets of the kind used by swindlers for the 
purpose of pawning for about ten times their 
value.

ANTI-BRIGGS PARTY AHEAD 


TWO REPORTS ON HIS CASE SUB- 
MITTED AT PORTLAND. 


THE DECISION IN THE GENERAL AS- 
SEMBLY IS AWAITED WITH INTEREST 
—THE CASE WILL BE HEARD AT 
4 o’OLOCK THIS AFTERNOON. 


PORTLAND, Oregon, May 24.—In the Presby- 
terian Geueral Assembly to-day, after devo- 
tional exercises, led by Dr. Richmond of Louis- 
ville, and the reading of the minutes, the report 
of the Standing Committee on Home Missions 
was read by Dr. McPherson of Chicago. At 
tention was called to the fact that the subject 
was one specially fitted to the place of meeting 
and to the time—the four hundredth anniversary 
of Columbus’s discovery. The report gave an 
account of the work of the year, as conducted 
by the Board of Home Missions, and of the sup- 
port given by the Church, while the needs were 
set forth very strongly. 

The board began the year with a debt of near- 
ly $100,000, One million dollars was asked for 
last year, and contributions reavhed within 


$70,000 of that amount, of which over $843,000 
was available. The present debt is $67,000. 
‘The immense immigration has given this board 
foreign work to do at home. The report gives 
an account of the work in various States, con- 
ducted by 1,479 missionaries in churches with 
a membership of 93,500, and aschool attendance 
of 141,000, 

During the year 52 churches have become 
self-sustaining. The States having most home 
missionaries are: New-York, 140; Kanaas, 112; 
lowa, 102; Minnesota, 84; Calffornia, 82; Illi- 
nois, 81; Nebraska, 80; Michigan, 74; the Da- 
kotas, 112, and the rest a smaller number each. 

Active discussion followed the report, and the 
enthusiasm of the occasion grew throughout the 
time devoted to the topic. The whole of the 
morning session was occupied with the discus- 
sion of the home missions, and it was only cut 
short by the arrival of thé hour for adjourn- 
ment. Sixteen recommendations looking toward 
extension work were reported. 

The committee report on the sixteonth amend- 
ment to the Federal Constitution was presented 
at the opening of the afternoon session. The 
text of the amendment is slightly altered in 
— to meet a speciAl objection. ts is as fol- 

ows: 

“ Neither Congress nor any State shall pass any 
law respecting any establishment of religion or pro- 
hibiting the free exercise thereof or use, property 
and credit, or any leant gd raised by taxation, or au- 
thorize either to be used for the purpose of founding, 
maintaining, or aiding by a ene. pay ment 
for services, expenses, or oth , any church, re- 
ligious denomination, religious society, or any insti- 
tution, society, or undertaking which is wholly or in 
part under sectarian or ecclesiastical control.” 


Upon motion of the Assembly, after indorsing 
this amendment by a unanimous vote, the re- 
port of the Committee on Aid for Collegeg and 
Academies was introduced by Dr. Alexand or 
San Francisqo. During the year the board has 
lost its efficient Secretary in the death of Dr. 
Ganze. The receipts of the year amount to a 
little over $50,000, while other gifts have aided 
the work. Over $95,000 of appropriations bave 
been granted to 15 colleges and 21 academies. 

In the colleges aided there are now 175 oandil- 
dates for the ministry. The claimsof the work 
were further presented by Dr. Ray, the new 
Secretary, and others, who represented all sec- 
ions of the country. r 

Victory thus far appears to be with the anti- 
Briggs —: There were two reports \ an 
appeal from the action of the New-York Presby- 
tery in dismissing bis case, as was prophesied 
some days ago, but the foreboding of the con- 
servatives was unfounded, since they are ina 
decided majority. 

The decision in the Assembly is awaited with 
interest, and to-morrow at 4 o’clock is the time 
filed for the hearing of the case. The first un- 
pleasant episode of the session occurred near 
the close, when Dr. Bartlett of Washington re- 
ferred in rather sneering terms to the report of 
the Committee on Co-operation with other 
Churches.

ROUTINE BUSINESS—OPPOSITION TO LI-: 


QUOR AT THE WORLD’s FAIR. 

The Committee on the General State of the 
Boclety reported to the Yearly Meeting of the 
Society of Friends yesterday. The visiting 
Friende from Long Island and Southeastern 
New-York and from New-Jersey{ who join 
With those-in thiscity in com g the New- 
York Yearly Meeting, reported a general condl- 
tion similar to that of a year ago. 

The visiting Friends are all housed and enter- 
tained in the buildings of the society. There 
are three or four general or committee meetings 
during each day and evening, and between the 
meetings the Friends, many of whom are re- 
lated to each other, sit and stand around in the 
meeting rooms or in the wide porch of the south 
building and talk over the time since they last 


met. Very gentile are they in all their speech 
and walk and intercourse, and if fewer of the 
Frnends now wear the drab and slate color, yet 
these few accentuate the groups, and as they 
etand against the gréen background of Stuyve- 
sant Square —y! are pleasant to look at asa 
elump of silver birch trees in a broad meadow. 

Atthe general meeting yesterday afternoon 
the olerk of the meeting, William U. Willits, 
fead the answers to the formal queries ad- 
dressed by the Yearly Meeting to the various 
monthly meetings in the local organization. The 
queries related to thewbservation of the details 
of action required. by the Book of Discipline. 
The manner of conducting a business meeting 
in the Society of Friends is peculiar to that body. 
The clerk of the meeting is the presiding officer, 
and he reads reports from various committees 
slowly and in a loud voice, that all may hear 
cleariy, and then waits.for Friends tospeak such 
thin as they choose. Sometimes the stillness 
is unbroken for along time; sometimes several 
persons speak. 

The men and women held soparate business 
meetings yesterday yore John Jay Cor 
nell, a minister from Baltimore, (the Friends 
call no man reverend above the others,) rose 
and sajd he “had a concern to preach to the 
women,” who were then assembled in their own 
meeting. Several Friends signified the general 
consent to his preaching, and then the clerk ap- 
pointed a committee to go and “ inform the wo- 
men of John’s concern.” No Friend is cailed 
** Mister.” He is called “John” or “ James” or 
“William,” or whatever his Christian name ma 
be.) The committee went, and soon one 
bringing the consent of the women. So Jo 
Jay Cornell went and preached,and when he 
had finished speaking he returned and sat 
among the other men again. Some wore their 
hats, but the room was close, and, nearly all un- 
cevered. itis the right todo as ‘his own soul 
oo? him which is the Friend’s chiefest priv- 

ze.

Friends in town are waiting for the consentof 
the Police Commissioners to leave gifts of 
clothing in the care of the police:matrons, to be 
used by women who may need such things to 
make a decent appearance in court.

JUROR MORAN DROPS DEAD | 


——— ee 
AS HE WAS ENTERING THE COURT- 
ROOM TO TAKE Als SEAT. 


AND THEREBY MiSs ESTHER JACOBS’S 
BREACH OF PROMISE SUIT AGAINST 
HENRY B. SIRE WAS PUT OFF UN- 
TIL THE OCTOBER TERM. 


Death brought the trial of the breach of 
promise suit of Miss Esther Jacobs against 
Henry B. Sire to an abrupt termination yester- 
day morning. Juror Michael T. Moran, one of 
the twelve men who were to determine how 
much, if any, of the $50,000 for whieh Miss 
Jacobs sued should be awarded as compen- 
sation for her wounded affections and for the 
interruption of her career as a professional 
singer, caused by her alleged engagement to 
Mr. Sire, was stricken with an attack of heart 
disease just as he was about to enter the court- 
room and died a few minutes later. . 

The courtroom was crowded. The case, from 
the developments of the first day of its trial, had 
awakened an unusual public interest. All the 
interested parties and their counsel were in 
their seats long before Judge Gildersleeve went 
on the bench in Part L of the Superior Court. 
Every seat in the courtroom was taken and the 
corridors were packed with those who could not 
passabar Which the court officers had placed 
across the entrance to the courtroom. 

Juror Moran was one of the first of the 
twelve men sitting in judgment on the case to 
arrive at court. A juryin a civilcase which 
bad a sealed verdict to render was awaiting the 
arrival of the Judge. A court officer told Juror 
Moran that it would probably be fifteen or 
twenty minutes before he and his associates 


would be wanted in the box. Mr. Moran left 
the courtroom and went down stairs and out 
into the street. 

Just afterward Judge Gildersleeve entered 
court and took his seat on the bench. He re 
ceived the sealed verdict from the jury in the 
civil case and discharged the men with his 
thanks Then he called for the jury in the 
Jacob#Sire case. One by one the men went to 
their seate in the box. The third seat remained 
empty. it was Mr. Moran's. 

“Where is Mr. Moran!”’ asked the Judge. 

Hardly had he spoken when 8 commotion was 
heard at the entrance of the courtroom. Above 
the ham of excited voices could be heard a sound 
as of some one clapping hands. Judge Gilder- 
sleeve remained cool, though nearly everybody 
else inthe courtroom got excited. The Judge 
ordered a court officer to go into the corridor 
and learn the reason for the unugual commotion. 
The officer returned shortly to report that Juror 
Moran had faHen in a fit. The r, fear- 
ing that he would be late in his seat, had 
run up the two flichts of stairs leading to the 
courtroom rather than wait forthe elevator.

The 
venerable Clerk returned two or three minutes 
after in a state that told those who were famil- 
iar with his usually imperturDdable nature that 
something startling had occurred. His face was 
pale and he actually pushed his way through 
the courtroom and up to the Judge’s bench 
without removing his hat. ‘‘ The juror is dead,” 
he said to the Judge. 

J e Gildersleeve got out of hischair. The 
crowded courtroom was as quiet as though there 
had been nobody init. “‘Itismy painful duty 
to report that the third juror, Michael T. Moran, 
while on his way to the courtroom fell in the 
corridor and has expired,” said the Judge. “ Out 
of respect to his memory we will adjourn court 
until 1:30 o’clock.” 

The announcement of the fatality caused a 
profound sensation. The women in the court- 
room—and there were many--covered their = 
with their handkerchiefs, and some, including 
Miss Jacobs, sobbed aloud. Men looked at each 
other and shook their heads. The sudden ad- 
vent of death in the courtroom, though it h 
come toa man unknown, except by sight, to 
anybody else present, had unnerved all.

NEW HOME FOR HEBREW CHILDREN. 


LARGE ACCOMMODATIONS FOR SICK 
WARDS AND EXCURSION PARTIES. 


A special train which left Long Island City at 
10:30 o’clock yesterday morning carried some- 
thing over a hundred people to Rockaway Park, 
where the new sanitarium for Hebrew children 
was formally opened and inaugurated at noon. 
The old sanitarium was burned about nine 
months ago, and the new one was completed 
early in the Spring. 

The formal exercises wero short, so that the 
visitors might have ample time to look over 
the building, its pavilion, and surroundings. 

They began with a prayer by the Rev. Dr. D. 
G. Taubenhaus of the Gates of Hope Synagogue 
in East Eighty-sixth Strect. Nathan Lewis, 


who has been Presidentof the Board of Mana- 
gers of the sanitarium ever since it started, 
then delivered the address inaugurating the 
new building, and he was followed by ex-Senator 
J. A. Cantor, the Rev. Dr. H. 8. Jacobs, and 
Coroner Ferdinand Levy. There was plenty of 
musio during the whole stay at the beach by 
Eppinger’s Orchestra. 

6 sapitarium was founded in 1877, and has 
in the course of ite existence had over 125,000 
poor people under its care. When the old build- 
ing was burned Jacob H. Schiit came forward 
with a most generous subscription for the new 
one. 

The sanitarium stands close to the ocean, and 
has a fine outlook in all directions. A wide 
piazza runs around most of three sides un two 
stories, and there is a spacious yard. 

A pavilion with accommodations for 600 
children is at the rear of the main building, and 
it was there that luncheon was served after 
yesterday’s exercises. 

On the first floor are the offices, dispensary, 
dining room, and kitchen. The two floora above 
are taken up with the wards and the purses’ 
and servants’ rooms. Under the building, which 
is built on piles, there is a large space which it 
is intended; to fill with bathhouses. It is ex- 
pected that the whole will gee about 
a hundred people. The total cost of the new 
institution is $20,975. % 

The sanitarium will be opened June 25, and 
notice was given yesterday that the Long Isl- 
and Railroad would stop two trains a day, in 
each direction, ata platform to be built espe- 
cially for the sanitarium by one of its friends. 

The sanitarium and the excursions connected 
with it are supported entirely by voluntary sub- 
scription. The following is the Board of Mana- 
gers: Nathan Lewis, President; Dr. Horatio 
Gomez; Vice President; Hezekiah Kohn, Treas- 
urer; Joseph Davis, Secretary; Alfred H. Allen, 
Heyman Vogel, Ralph Ettinger, Dr. 8.

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FIVE-YEAR LIMIT STAYS 
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FINAL VOTE YESTERDAY AT THE 
OMAHA CONFERENCE. 


THE MINORITY REPORT WAS CARRIED 
BY A DECISIVE MAJORITY—DR. 
BERRY MADE ‘EDITOR OF THE 
“EPWORTH HERALD.” 


OMAHA, Neb., May 24.—Bishop Hurst occupied 
the chair at the Methodist Episcopal General 
Conference to-day. Dr. Soper of Japan led the 
devotions. The Committee on Judiciary reached 
avery important conclusion upon the meaning 
of the word “laymen” in the Discipline, where 
it provides for lay representation. The com- 
mittee is of the opinion that the word does not 
and never has included women, but has meant 
and does mean men only. 

The Epworth League matter was discussed at 
length, a lively debate arising over an effort 
to deprive the league of a Secretary of its own. 
The special Secretary wing of the conference, 
however, won the day. 

A rather warm altercation took place between 
Murray of Pennsylvania and Dr. Berry, Chair- 
manofthe committee, over a misunderstand- 
ing. The conference was discussing a section 
providing that there should be no effort made 
to disturb the Christian Endeavor and other 
young people’s societies in the Chureh for the 
purpose of planting Epworth Leagues in their 
stead. Secretary Monroe offered a resolution to 
strike out the section. 

Mr. “MArfay held that the committee had 
agreed to this section, as a compromise, after a 
a week of warm discussion. He was opposed to 


the ides of striking out the section. Dr. berry 
declared that Mr. Murray had misrepresented 
the committes, and after shooting contradic- 
tions at each other for a few moments they got 
together and found that they were not very far 
apart after all. . 

Dr. Shier was in favor of giving the Epworth 
League the full right of way in the Charch. He 
thought the seotion was intended to give Chris- 
tian Endeavor Societies an additional lease of 
life in the Methodist Church. He wanted to see 
the Epworth League installed as the young peo- 
ple’s society of the Church, and all encourage- 
ment for the organization of other young peo- 
ple's societies in the Methodist Church should 
be shut off. 

Dr. Maxtield of Nebraska wanted the Epworth 
League to have a fulland [ree indorsement of 
the conference and other young people’s so- 
cieties to understand that they were not at home 
in the Methodist Church, but were occupying 
the territory of the Epworth League while in 
the Methodist Church. The motion to strike out 
the section resulted in a vote of 265 in favor, to 
164 against. It was a decided victory for the 
stalwart Epworth League. 

A motion was immediately made to have the 
section which had been stricken out attached as 
afoot note. Dr. Kynett, Dr. Leonard, aud sev- 
eral others made ringing speeches in behalf of 
the Christian Endeavor Societies. There were 
thousands of loyal young people, they said, in 
the young people’s societies connected with 
the Methodist Church, and they were perfectly 
loyal to the Church. They should be recog- 
nized. The section was added as a foot note. 

Chaplain McCabe aroused the greatest ap- 
plause of the day. He arose to a question of 
Privilege, and announced that he had just re- 
ceived a subscription of $10,000 to assist in the 
erection of a Methodist headquarters in the City 
of Rome. The gentleman who gave so liberally 
was the Rey. G. A. Reeder of the East Ohio Con- 
ference. 

Other sections of the rules intended to govern 
the Epworth League and other young people's 
societies connected with the Methodist Church 
were then taken up. They provide that the 
league shall have officers who shall report to 
the district and general conferences. 

Dr. Buckley held that it would not be wise to 
make the Presidents of the local leagues mem- 
bers of the quarterly conferences. A section 
os that all Presidents of the Epworth 

eagues wust be members of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church and members of the quarterly 
conference, was adopted. 

Mr. Shaw of Iowa made a very neat 
speech, advocating the idea of giving the 
young people of the Epworth Leagues the 
right to elect their own officers, rather 
than to allow the quarterly conference to 
assist the leagues in the election of their 
Presidents. He said: “I feel inclined to trust 
the young e+ I would rather trust your 
children than trust your fathers, my breth- 
ren. Iam of the same opinion as Robert Bur- 
dette, formerly of the Hawkeye. The world is 
better than it was before you came into it, and 
it willbe better still when you get out of it.” 
(Laughter. } 

After adopting the rules relating to the Ep- 
worth League the conference proceeded to elect 
Dr. J. F. Berry as editor of the Epworth Herald, 
The election was practically unanimous. 

It was discovered that a part of the plan to 
govern the league had been overlooked. An 
effort was made to suspend the rules in order to 
elect a clerk to take charge of the Chicago of- 
tice of the league, but the effort failed. 

The report of the Committee on Itiacranoy 
was taken up, and J. M. Caldwell of Chicago got 
the floor. He held that the removal of the time 
limit would wipe out a good deal of clerical pol- 
itics. Dr. J. M. King of New-York declared that 
the removal of the time limit would be the 
greatest advance step taken by the Methodist 
Church in fifty years. After Dr. King halfa 
dozen speakers in succession clamored for the 
removal of the time limit. 

Dr. Buckley now got the floor. Hoe declared 
that the time limit was first adopted to relieve 
Bishop Asbury in tryipg to get a stubborn pas- 
tor removed.- He declared that the conference 
was in too great a hurry to abolish the time 
limit. The time was extended to five years at 
the conference of 1888, and now before a soli- 
tary man has had time to live out a five-year 
term, this conference rushedin to remove the 
limit entirely. 

Dr. Buckley spoke with great power and held 
the attention of the vast audience. “* Why have 
we had no heresy in the Church?” he asked. 
“ Because our ministers have not had an oppor- 
tunity to remain long enough to infect the 
churches with any heretical ideas. Our pastors 
have been obliged to labor for the couversion of 
souls in order’to show, that they were good for 
something. I plead for the itineranocy as it now 
exists.” 

He was tumultuously applauded. 

Dr. Riggin of Montana spoke in favor of the 
time limit.. He hejd that the country churches 
were in favor of holding on tothe limit. Dr. 
Bridgeman of Michigan offered «a substitute to 
provide for special cases in which the Bishops 
might disregard the time limit. The substitute 
was tabied. 

Dr. Belt of Ohio declared that it would be as 
sensible to pull up trees every three or five 
years and plant them again as to move the min- 
isters every five years. He wanted the clerk 
taken out of the itinerant plan of the Church. 

Along squabble took place over the closing 
speech of the debate by the Chairman of the 
minority. The Chairman, Dr. Edwards, wanted 
to introduce Dr. Palmer to make the closing 
speech. By a remarkably shrewd move the 
friends of the minority report got it intro- 
duced as a substitute, and it was rail- 
roaded almost to completion before the 
friends of the majority report were awure of 1t. 
Vigorous efforts were made by those who wished 
to see the time limit removed, but they were 
completely outstripped by the shrewdness of 
the opposition. 

The minority report was adopted by a vote of 
298 for to 162 against, and the five-year time 
limit will remain as it is. The conference then 
adjourned. 


Two Mem Struck by an Engine. 

Wallace Heweston, aged twenty-five years, of

All Ready to Transfer Licenses,

WORK IN THIRD AVENUE TO BEGIN 
EARLY THIS MORNING. 


Commissioner Gilroy received a commtttee of 
the striking pavers yesterday morning and held 
a fifteen-minute conference with them on the 
question of replacing the old pavement where it 
was torn up, pending a settlement of the disa- 
greement. Another conference was ordered for 
to-day. After the pavers had retired, Mr. Gil- 
roy notified the contractors that the old pave- 
ment must be restored within twenty-four hours. 

Secretary Grant, who headed the pavers’ del- 
egation, said to the reporters that the pavers 
would ask the loval authorities to purchase their 


aving blocks at the quarries, in order to abol- 
sh dealing with middlemen. He said that the 
geree would not object to laying the old stones. 

hey had held the sympathy and good will of 
the public so far, and they did not want to ap- 
pear in the light of unreasoning obstructors. 

Water Purveyor Burke made protanetions 
yesterday to begin the task of closing the torn- 
up streets with the old stone. He said that he 
would begin witha full force of menin Third 
Avenue early this morning and push the work 
along as rapidly as possible. The problem of 

etting the old stones to relay has, according to 

r. Burke, been pretty weil settled. A lot of 
blocks will be borrowed or rented from John D. 
Criminins, and the Public Works Department 
will be able to supply a considerable quantity 
from the stock on hand at One Hundred and 
Nineteenth Street and 8t. Nicholas Avenue. 

Thomas Gearty is the only one of the paving 
contractors who has attempted to put his sec- 
tion in a passable condition. Mr. Gearty has 
the contract ‘for lower Weat Street, and when 
the strike was called he had an unfinished 
stretch of work reaching from Morris Street to 
Battery Place. Since his pavers went out he 
has had laborers at work putting down the 
usual concrete foundation, andon this founda- 
tion he has made a vomporary pavement with 
the new blocks by laying them flat. To pre- 
vent the blooks being injured by the heavy 
traffic which passes over West Street, he bas 
put a good layer of dirtoverthem. The con- 
tractor said yesterday that if he was not mo- 
lested he would finish the work in a few days. 

It was reported yesterday that another 
quarry had been withdrawn from the Manu- 
facturers’ Association. The name of the 
seceding firm was given as the Webster & Morse 
Granite Company of Barre, Vt, and Secretary 
Grant states that the quarry employed about 
400 men. The striking pavers, when they 
heard this report, held a sort of impromptu 
jubilee meeting. Kennett MoKay of Oneco, 
Conn., and Garvey Brothers of Long Island, it 
was said, were also anxious to go out of the 
association if they saw their way clear to do- 
ing so without trouble. 

Brown & McAllister had another ‘mild contest 
with the strikers yesterday. They had a ship- 
ment of monument granite which was to go to 
Orange, N. J. Their truck driver was called 
out by the strikers’ pickets, whereupon Mr. Mc- 
Allister drove the wagon to the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western freight house him- 
self. With the aid of Howard Brown,his part- 
ner’s son, he unloaded and boxed the granite at 
the station. ‘ 

The order to box it was first given to Bogart 
Brothers, carpenters, who sent a man to do the 
ob. Later, however, they recalled their man, 
as the pickets had threatened to call out all the 
carpenters in theirshop if they did any work 
for the blacklisted firm. A delegate was also 
sent to Orange to warn the union workmen there 
not to cut the stone. 

Matthew Baird, the Brooklyn contractor, has 
returned from the East, and advised the strik- 
ers yesterday that he wae more than ever deter- 
mined to remain outside the Quarry Owners’ 
Association. He runs three quarries, and an- 
nounces his intention of running them all Sum- 
mer with an extra large force of men.

MAIE CARRIER PIERCE ARRESTED. 


HE IS CHARGED WITH HAVING ROBBED 
MAILS FORWARDED TO TREMONT., 


Post Office Inspectors Hartshorn and Beavers 
arrested, Monday night, George O. Pierce, a let- 
ter carrier from Station T, Tremont, upona 
charge of having tampered with the United 
States mails. The authorities have had com- 
plaints for several months past that mail mat- 
ter addressed to the Tremont district was not 
delivered, although the Inspectors have been 
working on the case for some time. Pierce, it 
seems, is the culprit. 

Last Monday night the Inspectors deposited 
in the mails a decoy letter addressed to “ Mrs 


Mary Gallager, Evelyn Place, Fordham, N. Y.,”’ 
which reached the office in time for the last de- 
livery. When it was time for Pierce to be back 
from his final trip the Inspectors were at the 
station. He did not show up, however, and the 
Inspectors went out to search for him. They 
found him at a strawberry festival in Fordham. 

He was brought back to the station and asked 
what he had done with the mail matter he had 
collected on his rounds. He said that he had 
given it to another carrier. He was then asked 
about the decoy letter. He said that he had 
brought it back to the office, but when re- 
quested to produce it, he became very nervous 
and tinally admitted that he could not find it. 

The Post Office Inspectors decided to search 
his house. hoy went there, but found the place 
in darkness. Pierce said that his sister and 
brother-in-law, with whom he lived, were at 
his mother’s house: so, leaving him at the sta- 
tion, the Post Office Inspectors went there. 
Pierce’s brother-in-law was told that they 
wanted to search his house, and he consented to 
go back with them. 

When but a short distance from his house the 
man suddenly began torun at his best speed. 
Inspector Hartshorn gave chase and arrived at 
the house as soon as the fugitive. 

“JT was in a@ little bit of a hurry,” he said 
apologetically.

As soon as the door was opened the man made 
a rush for the parlor. The Inspector kept right 
on his heels, however, but the room was in dark- 
ness and he could hear the man groping about 
for —- Inspector Hartshorn lighted the 
gas and found a mail pouch lying in the chair 
together with Pierce’s uniform. 

The bag had been opened and the contents 
wore scattered about the room. In the pocket 
of the coat was found a letter addressed * Annie 
M. Neal, (rand Avenue and Andrew’s Place, 
Fordham Heights, N. Y.,” which had been torn 
open. Other letters also showed sigus of baving 
been tampered with. 

When the Inspectors went back to see Pierce 
and told him what they had found he alleged 
that he had left his things there because he was 
in a hurry to go to the strawberry festival. The 
Inspectors think that his sister and her hua- 
band have been in collusion with him, and that 
all the sums of money which have been taken 
from the mails in Tremont have been extracted 
by Pierce.

MORE RAPID TRANSIT TALE. 


TESTIMONY FOR AND AGAINST THE 
COMMISSION’S PLANS. 


Frederick Southack, the real estate agent, was 
called by Orlando B. Potter to testify yester- 
day before the Supreme Court Rapid Transit 
Commission in regard to the effect of the pro- 
posed underground rapid transit route. Mr. 
Southack predicted that the building of the 
road would drive merchants away from Broad- 
way, never to return. Buildings would be en- 
dangered, too, both in the construction of a 
tunnel and in the operation of the railway. All 
in all, he drew a very melancholy picture. 

Commissioner Samuel Spencer, who was the 
first witness when these hearings began, de- 
scribing then the considerations that led to the 
report of the Commissioners, and who has since 
been out of the oity, returned yesterday for 
cross-examination by Mr. Potter. Mr. Spencer 
disclaimed having examined the plans as an 
engineer, but he had brought his training as an 
engineer to bear upon what engineers had re- 


ported, and believed that the route could be 
laid out over a very considerable portion of 
Broadway without disturbing the surface. At 
a rough estimate he thought all costs would be 
mr bara at from $3,500,000 to $4,000,000 per 
mile. 

“Do you think the London underground sys- 
tem,” asked Mr. Potter, ‘‘the equal of the pres- 
ent system in New-York in respect to speed, 
health, or comfort?” 

“New-York is far ahead of London,” Mr. 
Spencer replied, “but that does not affect the 
question beforeus. New-York needs something 
much better yet. To that need the commission 
addressed itself.’’ 

Commissioner McClure asked Mr. 8 
the original commission had considered whether 
capital could be raised for the scheme proposed. 
This had been considered somewhat, Mr. 
Spenver said, but the only way to settle such a 
question was by trial. If the franchise were 
owned by an individual to use as he pleased. 
the problem would be simplified. Since it was 
to yt up at public auction, persons thinking 
of bidding for it could hardly be expected to 
disclose their purposes.

WAS THE BOND ISSUE VALID

ARGUMENT ON THE STATUTE GOV- 
ERNING KINGS COUNTY. 


MR. DE WITT, WHO FRAMED THE LAW, 
SAYS THE EAST RIVER SAVINGS 
INSTITUTION’S PURCHASE DID NOT 
FXCEED THE LIMIT. 


The test suit brought by Henry H. Adams, 
Treasurer of Kings County, to force the East 
River Savings Institution of this city to take 
$90,000 worth of county bonds recently award- 
ed to it came up before the General Term of 
the Supreme Court in Brooklyn yesterday. 

Justices Barnard, Dykman, and Cullen sat, 
having come from Poughkeepsie to hear the 
argument. 

The county was represented by Col. John B. 
Meyenborg and ex-Corporation Counsel William 
Cc. De Witt, and the defendant by Birdseye, 
Cloyd & Bayliss. 

These lawyers had made up what is known as 
anu agreed-upon case as regards the facts, but 
they differed in referance to the proper inter- 
pretation of the statute limiting the indebted- 
ness ofatown to 10 per cont. of the assessed 
vaiues of taxable property in such town. Will- 
iam C. De Witt had drawn that section of the 
statute while he was Corporation Counsel, and 


on that account he was selected as counsel for 
the county. 

The East River Savings Institution was award- 
ed $90,000 of bonds at its bid of $91,104, and a 
check was given in payment on May 3, but the 
following day payment was stopped, on the 
ground that the county had exceeded its limit 
pf indebtedness, and that the bonds issued were 
void. The contention was over Section 2, Arti- 
cle VIIL., of the Constitution. which reads: 

“No county containing a city of over 100,000 in- 
habitants, or any such city, slall be allowed to be- 
come tndebted for any purpose or in any manner to 
an amount which, including existing indebtedness, 
shallexceed 10 per centum of the assessed valua- 
Uon of the real estate of suck county or city subject 
to taxation.” 

The case as submitted yesterday agreed upon 
these facts and showed that the assessed value 
of realestate in the entire county on Jan. 1, 
1892, was $468,056,128, while that of the 
count exclusive of Brooklyn, was only 
$19,253,658. 

The indebtedness of the county, exclusive of 
the olty was $6,320,358, whilé the gross in- 
debtedness of the city alone was $47,629,- 
1860.93. 

The points presented for decision on this 
statement of facts were two, as follows: 

Piret—Is the issue or proposed issue of the 
bonds offered for sale as horein stated in viola- 
tion of the Constitution ? 

Second—Ie the plaintiff entitled to collect the 
amount of the check from the defendant upon 
tendering to it the $90,000 of bonds, oris the 
defendant entitled tothe cancellation and return 
of its check? 

Mr. De Witt argued at length, taking the 
ground that the county was not limited in in- 
curring indebtedness by the character or the 
amount of the indebtedness of the City of 
Brooklyn. He read the section of the Constitu- 
tion and added: 

“‘This language, respecting the county and 
the city, is clearly disjunctive in form and 
meaning. By ite natural, grammatic, and literal 
force it disjoins and separates the one from the 
other, and applies the limitation individually 
and not collectively, severally and not jointly. 

The County of Kings and the City of Brooklyn 
are just as distinct and individual in the law as 
two natural persons, and all that the language 
of the Constitution provides is that neither of 
these artificial persons, bodies corporate, or 
municipal corporations shall becofne indebted 
to an amount exceeding 10 per cent. of the as- 
sessed value of the real estate within its limite. 
It is not a territorial immunity. It isarestraint 
upon two well-known and distinct corporations, 
and by its natural meaning applies equally and 
wholly to each, considered by itself. 

“The language being thus plain, the court 
has nothing to do but to interpret it according 
to its natural meaning. There is really no 
question of constitutional construction before 
the court. Construction is to be resorted to 
only when the language contradicts itself or 
some other portion of the constitution of which 
it is a part.” 

In conclusion, Mr. De Witt argued that, even 
if the city and county debts were to be con- 
sidered as one and based on the entire assessed 
valuations of the county, the 10 per cent. limit 
had not rot been reached. 

Mr. Birdseye argued that the city and county 
together could not create a joint debt exceed- 
ing 10 per cent. of the assessed valués and that 
the city could issue bonds to the amount of 10 
per cent..on its valuation of $448,802,470, 
while the county was iimited to the issue of 
bonds to the extent of 10 per cent. on tne valua- 
tions in the towns alone, $19,253,365. 80. 

Such an interpretation would limit the county 
to the issue of only $1,925,865.80 worth of 
bonds, whereas its bonded indebtedness is now 
over $6,000,000. 

If the courts so hola, the $4,000,000 worth of 
bonds issued since the alleged limit—$1,925,- 
365.80—was reached are void. Mr. Birdseye 
closed as follows: “Brooklyn contributea 96 
per cent. of all the county expenses. Thies in 

tself in a great hardship, as it requires the city 
to pay practically all the cost of a dual govern- 
ment. It would be indeed a hardship if for this 
reason the city was to have the debt limitation 
on its real estate raised another 10 per cent. 
It is within the knowledge of the cpurt and 
counsel that one of the things which largely 
contribated to the passage of this constitutional 
provision was the belief that under it Brooklyn 
real estate could not bear a debt of over 10 per 
cent, and that this would increase its value as 
well as add to the credit of the city, and enabie 
itto borrow at very much smaller rates of in- 
terest. 

“To construe this section of the constitution 
s0 that the city real estate may, in fact, bear a 
debt of 20 percent., is to take away the only 
benefit that the framers of the amendment and 
the people who voted for it had in their minds.»

ONE AOI, TWO OFFENSES.

GEORGE BRENNAN, ONCE ACQUITTED, 
MUST BE TRIED AGAIN. 


Judge Fitzgerald, in General Sessions, yester- 
day gave his decision upon the novel point of 
law raised Monday in the case of George Bren- 
nan, charged with writing an improper letter to 
Miss Agnes Tames of 436 West Forty-second 
Street. 

Brennan having once been tried and acquitted 


before a United States court, his lawyer raised 
the point that he could not be tried for the same 
offense in a State court. 

Judge Fitzgerald yesterday morning said that 
it was possible for a man by one act to violate 
both a Federal and State statute, which were 
quite different from each other. He thought 
that the act of mailing an indecent letter in the 
United States mails constituted one offense 
under Federal laws, and that the writing of 
such a document was an entirely different 
offense punishable by State laws. 

The Court submitted the case to the jury, and 
after an hour’s deliberation they returned an 
opinion that Brennan should be tried again, 
notwithstanding the fact of his previous ac- 
quittal. 

Lawyer McLaughlin, who appeared for Bren- 
nan, was very oe at the finding of the 
jury,as he had relied implicitly upon having 
the indictment against his client dismissed. 


Quick Run by the Oity of New-York. 

The City of New-York reached Queenstown 
yesterday, after making a remarkable run. 
Had she taken a shorter course she would not 
only have broken her own record but the record

BOGUS CHECKS HIS SPECIALTY.

THREE GENTLEMEN WHO ARE ANXIOUS 
TO FIND MR. SAMUEL SHIN. 


8. B. Chittenden, Jr., of 11 Wall Street, and 
Henry Melville of the law firm of Dougherty, 
Melville & Sweetser, as well as Joseph I. West, a 
real estate dealer at34 East Sixty-fourth Street, 
are anxious to know the whereabouts of a thick- 
set, gentlemanly person who cals himself Sam- 
uel Shin and who wears a full black beard of a 
respectable cut. 

Shin called on Mr. West about May 10 and 
represented himself to be from Berks County, 
Penn. He said he wished to negotiate for the 
purchase of some real estate. Mr. West offered 
him a house for $34,000, carrying a mortgage of 
$15,000, which he accepted. About the 19th he 
presented to Mr. West a check for $23,000, ask- 
ing that he be given $5,040, the amount: in ex- 


coss of the net price of the house, as he desired 
to close his account with a bank in Philadelphia 
and the amount would just be sufficient. 

Mr. West drew the check and accepted Shin’s 
checx in return for $23,000. He sent it to the 
bank in Philadelphia on which it was drawn, 
only to receive it the following day with the in- 
dorsement. ‘‘No account.” He at once applied 
to the bank on which the check for $5,040 was 
drawn, and ascertained that it had been pre- 
sented and paid. 

Mr. West at once began proceedings to stop 
the deed of the property, which was in Shin’s 
possession, from being recorded in the Rogister’s 
office. He found that Shin had never presented 
the deed to be recorded, and a day or so later he 
received the paper by mail. The check for 
$5,040 was traced back to Drexel, Morgan & 
Co., where it was said that Shin had been iden- 
tified by Daniel Dougherty, the lawyer. 

Henry Melville of Dougherty, Melville & 
Sweetser said that Shin called on Mr. Dougher- 
ty and said that he had known him in Philadel- 
phia. Mr. Dougherty did not recollect him. 
Shin, however, was anxious to have some arti- 
cles of co-partnership drawn up, and the firm 
prepared a draft thereof. He gave as reférence 
the solicitors of the firm with whom he was 
going to be associated, Lawrence & Buckley, 49 
Chambers Street. The day that the articles wore 
completed for perusal Shin insisted upon Mr. 
Dougherty identifying him, as he had no other 
friend convenient in the city. The check was 
marked “ Good,”’ and Mr. Dougherty with some 
reluctance complied. 

Lawrence & Buckley became acquainted with 
Shin, who advertised in a newspaper for a busi- 
ness opportunity, in which he would invest 
$50,000. Lawrence & Buckley had clients who 
wanted a partner in the shoe business, and 
answered the advertisement. Shin referred 
them to Daniel Doerner: Shin was intro- 
duced to Edwin C. Wells, William H. Lee, and 
Patrick F. Cogan, who were the persons want- 
ing to embark with a partner in a special 
branch of the stoe business. On May. 20, after 
the deed had been sent them by Mr. Dougherty, 
te disappeared. He obtained no money from 
them. 

At the same time Shin called on 8. B. Chitten- 
den, Jr., who dimly remembered having met 
him, and represented himself to be a friend of 
his father in Washington. Shin had a partner- 
ship contract with a tirm in Flushing, L. L, 
whose names Mr. Chittenden refused to give. 
Mr. Chittenden was preparing the papers for 
him, when Shin wanted to give a check for 
$50,000 as his part in the partnership, at the 
same time requesting a check in return fora 
difference in the accounts. Mr. Chittenden in 
sisted on cash money and Shin disappeared. 
There are warrants out for his arrest. 


SMITH AFTER A NEW START. 


DISAPPEARANCE OF A YOUNG LAWYER 
WHO CALLED HIMSELF A. FAILURE. 


Charles W. Smith, a young lawyer of 5 Beek- 
man Street, left town suddenly last Thursday 
and has not since been seen hereabout. His 
family and friends do not know where he is. 
Before departing, Smith transferred his business 
to Julius M. Mayer, a lawyer at 10 Wall street, 
saying that he was *“‘ going out of town for a lit- 
tle while on business,’’ and intimating that he 
would return. He did not tell Mr. Mayer why 
or where he was going. 

The same day Smith sent a letter to a member 
ofthe firmof lawyers who sublet him a room 
in their office in Temple Court, saying that he 
had beena failure, was tired of the struggle, 


and would “zo somewhere” and start life anew. 
Smith was formally one of Fred 8, Gibbs’s po- 
litical lieutenants in the Thirteenth Assembly 
District. He was fond of good living, knew near- 
ly every one around town, and was what was 
called a “tine dresser.’’ He figured in the New- 
York Directory as living at 239 West Twenty- 
fourth Street, but the jenigpoes of that building 
said yesterday that he had never lived there. 
Two of his sisters, Mra. Cross and Mrs. Tibis, 
both widows, the janitress said, once had a flat 
there, and 8mith often visited them. 

Smith really lived with his wife and one child 
in West Eighty-eighth Street, near the Boule- 
vard. Mrs. Smith has received a letter from her 
husband, but he did not reveal his whereabouts. 
She is not worrying, though, and expects him to 
return. 

Itis said that Smith went away because of 
financial trouble with his olfents, but there is 
no Verification of thie statement. A former em- 
ploye of Charles Hawthorne, who Kept a the- 
atrical eostume shop at 4 East Twentieth 
Street up to two months ago, alleges that Smith 
collected money from Hawthorne’s creditors 
which be has not yet turned over to Hawthorne. 
The latter suspended business because of bad 
luck and left the city. He is said to be summer- 
ing with an uncle in California. 

n 1886 Smith figured in a tragedy at the Cole- 
man House. Francia Weeks,a student at Co- 
lumbia College, shot Katie Adams, and commit- 
ted suicide. Smith was with Weeks the night 
before the sbooting, and they setup all night 
together while Weeks made his will. 


STILL FAR FROM AGREEING. 


A FURTHER MEETING OF RETAIL GRO- 
CERS AND PRODUCE MERCHANTS, 


A delegation of impatient and indignant re- 
tail grocers from New-York and Brookiyn met 
a delegation of calm wholesale produce mer- 
chants yesterday in the library of the Mercan- 
tile Exchange and talked themselves into a row 


over the question of non-returnable berry crates 
and boxes. The produce men explained, 
through J. J. Phillips, 8. B. Downes, and oth- 
ers, that they had already made a contract with 
one another not to handle the non-returnable 
crates in the present season. Next year, how- 
ever, they would giadly do lots of things in 
favor of the retail grocers. 

J. J. Phillips and Lawrence J. Callanan had a 
tilt. The latter accused the former of un- 
fairly concealing a portion of the correspond- 
enoe leading to yesterday's futile conference. 

“Tnevermet you at a meeting yet where 
there wasn’t a fuss,” oxclaimed Mr. Phillips. 
“If ’'d known you were to bo here I wouldn't 
have come.”’ 

“Tnever met you at a meeting where you 
didn’t quibble,” retorted Mr, Callanan, who had 
had much the better of the argument. “ You 
always resort to quibbles. You are incapable 
of fair dealing.” 

The question of non-returnable berry crates 
is one which interests every one of the thou- 
sands of retail grocers in this city and Brooklyn, 
and they have been at war over the eunject with 
the produce commission merchants for years. 
The retail grocers don’t want to return their 
berry crates and boxes. They say they are 
willing to pay for them, if the produce men will 
tack the price on the berries. The produce men 
are afraid to do this, because, they say, the 
grocers would then soon beat the price of crates 
and berries down to the price of the berries 
alone. At present the grocer leaves a deposit 
on the crate with the produce dealer.

MAKES A RKEPORT OF HIS WORK TO 
THE POLICE BOARD—QUESTIONS THE

The Commissioners of Police yesterday re- 
ceived the following self-explanatory report 
from Superintendent Byrnes in relation to his

GENTLEMEN: I deem it my duty at this time to 
present for your consideration a report in detail of 
the efforts that have been made by me during the 
period in which I have held the position of Superin, 
tendent of Police, including the short time t 
wes acting in that capacity during the illness of m 
eet age == to have all the laws properly and unl- 
‘ormly enforoed, and the results which have at- 
tended such efforts. 

Upon a the duties devolving upon me as 
Superintendent I at once issued snch orders to the 
Inspectors and Captains as in my jadgmess were 
deemed necessary to secure an inoreased efficiency 
in the enforcement of the law with especial reference 
to gambling houses, policy shops, houses of prostitu- 
tion and assignation, and other disreputable places. 
‘For the purpose of holding the Inspectors to & 
strict accountability for the proper and uniform en- 
forcement of the law in their respective inspection 
districts, and to enable me to keep myself fully in- 
formed both weekly and daily relative to the general 
condition of their districts and the precinots includ- 
ed in each district, the following special order was

As the result of this system inaugurated by me, I 
am enabled to report that within less than two 
months in the First Inspection District, commanded 
by Inspector Williams, 6 reputed gambling houses 
and 93 policy shops were closed and vacated, and 
104 disorderly houses were raided. In all the latter 
cases the proprietors have been held to bail, and the 
inmates have been fined or imprisoned. 

In the Second Inspection District, commanded by 
Inspector MoAvoy. ahd for a short period under 
Chief Inspector Steers, thirty-three reputed gam- 
bling honses and sixty-nine policy shops have been 
closed and vacated, and forty-two houses of prosti- 
tution and assignation have been raided and the 
st and inmates arrested. In the other 

ouses of like character in the district the busines 
is conducted under such conditions as to render i 
impossible at the present time to obtain evidence 
against them. 

In the Third Inspection District, commanded by 
Inspector Conlin, two reputed gambling houses and 
eleven policy shops have been closed and vacated, 
The Inspector of this district reports that there are 
> — of prostitution or assicnation in the 

strict. 

From the reports made to me by the Inspectors of 
the several districts, and the Captains of the vari- 
ous precincts, lam convinced that there is no pub- 
lic gambling in this city at the present time. There 
may be isolated oases where gambling is done be- 
hi nd bolted and barred doors; these places, however, 
w ili always exist in a large cosmopolitan city like 
o ura, but they will be kept under constant surveil- 
lance by the Inspector of the district and the Cap- 
tains of the precinots. 

As to policy, it is a species of petty gambling, a 
great evil in itself, but very diflicuit to entirely erad- 
ieate. This business is 4t the present time entirely 
broken up or confined to itinerant venders of policy 
slips and to obscure places, chiefly in tenement 
houses and in the back rooms of lager beer saloons 
And cigar etores, difficult to discover. It will be my 
endeavor in the future to prevent any resumption of 
this nefarious business. 

The problem involved in the suppression of houses 
of prostitution and assignation is difficult of solution. 
While itis an illegal traffic onder the laws of the 
State, and the police are charged with thé execution 
of all laws regardless of copxequences, it is a grave 
question in py mind,and one which deserves the 
serious considcration of the general public and future 
nes, whether good results are obtained by the 
yclosing up of such houses and the scattering of the 
nmates. 

They must necessarily seek shelterin tenement 
and apartment houses, mingling with respectable 
people, and thus are brought into contact with the 
younger members of families, making the children 
of tender years familiar, to @ certain extent, with a 
vice of which they would not under other ciroum- 
stances obtain a knowledgo. It might be better for 
the health and morals of the city to localize houses 
of this character in certain well-recognized quarters 
where the evils could be regulated by police super- 
vision, asis now the case in some of the leading 
cities in Europe, 

Relative to the enforcement of the excise law, I 
would reportthat during the P sixty days 756 
mp have been arrested for violating the law.

The difficulty in the proper and uniform enforce- 
ment of the law lies not with the police, but with the 
courts that deal with offenders against this law 
much more tenderly than they do with other law- 
breakers. Ifthe magistrates would punish the per- 
sistent violatoss of the excise law when arrainged 
before them for a second and, in some cases, for a 
third <a, as they do other offenders against the 
law, it would be an a inatter to enforce the excfs: 
Jaw and stop the illegal eale of liquor on Sunday an 
*oring prohibited hours. 

it must be borne in mind that there are in this 
city more than 9,000 licensed places where liquor is 
sold, and at no time during the day are there more 
than 675 coo}, on daty, and only double that 
number at night. With the many other duties de- 
volving on the police—the preservation of the peace, 
the protection of life and property—it can be readi! 
seen that but littie time can be spared by the patrol. 
man on post from his other important duties to watch 
the liquor dealers, the great majority of whom aré 
persistent violators of the law. 

If the enforcement of tne excise law is to be dele 
gated entirely to the patrolmen in uniform, there can 
be no other result than a par tial enforcement of the 


law. 

I may add that another difficulty attending the 
strict enforcement of this particular statute lies in 
the fact that it is un popular with the masses of the 
people, who entertain the belief that it interferes 
with their rights and privileges.

To-day’s stock markef was very narrow, more

Tn the Income Bone created under the Plan of Reorganization, it is provided that itis optional with the Management that the cost of all Improvements 
made on the properties shall be deduoted before interest is paid, and, as the fund provided under the Reorganization Plan became exhausted, these deductions had 
to be made, leaving a diminished rate of interest for the Income Bond coupons, viz., 2% per cent. in the first period, 2 per cent. in the second, and 2'9 per cent. how 
declared for the year just closing.
